Rules of Order: 


IN CONDUCTING THE BUSINESS OF THE CONVENTION OF THE DIOCESE OF 


WESTERN NEW YORK. 


I. After the Convention has passed upon the irregular and defective certificates, 
if any, reported by the Committee under Section 5th of Canon II, the next busi- 
ness in order shall be the election of a Secretary, in conformity with the Canon. 


II, The following Standing Committees shall then be appointed by the President : 
1. On the Admission into Union with this Convention of Churches apply- 
ing for the same, to consist of one Clergyman and two Laymen. 
2. On the Report of the Trustees of the Christmas Fund for Disabled 
Clergymen, to consist of three Laymen. 
3. On the Accounts of the Treasurer of the Convention, to consist of three 
Laymen. . 
4, On the Report of the Trustees of the Fund for the Support of the Episco- 
pate, and the condition of the Fund, to consist of three Laymen. 
5. On Unfinished Business, to consist of one Clergyman and two Laymen, 


III. Immediately*upon the appointment of the Standing Committees, any matter 
properly referable to the aforesaid Committees, may then be presented for refer- 
ence. 


IV. Motions, Notices, and Resolutions, shall then be in order. 


V. On the second and every succeeding day during the sitting of the Conven- 
tion, after the Daily Morning Prayer, the Order of Business, which shall not be 
departed from without the consent of two-thirds of the members present, shall be 
as follows: 

1. The reading, correcting,.and approving of the minutes of the preceding 
day. 

2. Calling the names of the absent members, and entering in the Journal 
those who appear. 

3. Reports from the Secretary and Treasurer, when these officers have any 
business committed to them. 

4. Reports from the Trustees of the Fund for the Support of the Episcopate, 
and from the Trustees of the Christmas Fund for Disabled Clergymen. 

5. Unfinished Business shall then be in order. 


6. Motions, Resolutions, and Miscellaneous Business. 


VI. The Bishop’s Address, and Reports from the Standing and Special Com- 
mittees, shall be in order at any time. 


VII. Every member who shall be present when a question is stated from the 
Chair, shall vote thereon, unless exeused by the House. 


VIII. No motion shall be put or debated until it is seconded; and, when sec- 
onded, it shall be stated by the President before debate; and every motion shall 
be reduced to writing, when required by the President, or any member. 


IX. If the question in debate contain several distinct propositions, any member 
may have the same divided. 
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X. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be received, unless to lay 
it on the table; to postpone it indefinitely; to postpone it to a certain time; to 
commit it, or amend it; and motions for either of these purposes shall have pre- 
cedence in the order herein named. But a motion to adjourn shall always be in 
order when no member is speaking, and shall be decided without debate; and if 
it be negatived, it shall not be renewed until some other business has intervened. 


XI. A motion to lay on the table shall be decided without debate. 


XII. On a question being put by the President, it shall be determined by the 
sound of voices, for or against it; but any member may require a count of the 
votes, and tellers for that purpose shall be appointed by the Chair—or any three 
votes may, previous to a decision by count, require the ayes and noes to be taken, 
which shall be done by calling the names of the clerical members and the churches 
represented, and the votes shall be entered in the Journals. 


XIII. Any five votes may require the ayes and noes to he taken by orders? 
and when so taken they shall be entered on the minutes. 


XIV. No member may speak more than twice on the same question without 
leave of the House. 


XV. A question being decided, shall not be reconsidered during the same ses- 
sion without the consent of two-thirds of the votes of the Convention, nor without 
the motion for that purpose being made by one of the majority on the prior 
decision ; nor shall any question be reconsidered more than once. 


XVI. All Special Committees shall be appointed by the Chair, unless otherwise 
specially directed by the House; in which case they shall be appointed by ballot. 


XVII. The election of the Standing Committee, and of Deputies to the General 
Convention, and the election of any person to supply a vacancy in the Board of 
Trustees of the Fund for the Support of the Episcopate, or in the Board of Trus- 
tees of the Christmas Fund for Disabled Clergymen—as also, for the election of a 
Treasurer of the Convention, and a Treasurer of the Christmas Fund for Disabled 
Clergymen—shall be the order of the day for 12 o’clock, on the second day of 
every annual meeting of the Convention. 


XVIII. No standing rule or order shall be suspended, changed, or rescinded 
without one day’s previous notice of a motion to that effect, unless by the votes 
of two-thirds of the persons present entitled to vote. 


XIX. Before the final adjournment of any session of the Convention, the min- 
utes of the last day’s proceedings shall be read, corrected and approved. 


XX. Unless otherwise ordered by the Convention, it shall meet at 9 o’clock in 
the morning; take a recess from 1 to 3 o’clock in the afternoon; and adjourn for 
the day at 6 o’clock P. M.

Mornina Prayer was celebrated at seven o’clock, at which 
the Rev. George Morgan Hills officiated, assisted by the Rev. C.

At ten o’clock a. m., the Bishop and Clergy entered the church, 
chanting the Letatus Sum.

Divine Service being concluded, the Rt. Rev. the President 
called the Convention to order. 


The Rey. Lawrence 8. Stevens, Secretary of the Standing Com- 
mittee of the Diocese, and Acting Secretary of the Convention 
under Canon V. § 5, called the names of the Clergy of the 
Diocese entitled to seats in the Convention, when one hundred 
and eleven Clergymen answered to their names, and took their 
seats. (See page 8.) 


The Churches of the Diocese having been called, in order, for 
the Certificates of Lay Deputies,— 


The Rt. Rev. the Chair appointed the Rev. Thomas P. Tyler, 
D. D., and the Rey. Charles Arey, under Canon II., § 5, to 
examine the same with the Acting Secretary. 

The Convention then, on motion, took a recess until half-past 
three o’clock Pp. M. 


WepNESDAY AFTERNOON, half-past 3 o’clock. 


The Convention reissembled. 

The Committee to whom were referred the Certificates of Lay 
Deputies, having reported, the Churches were called, in order, 
when one hundred and seventy-seven gentlemen, representing 
ninety-four Parishes, appeared as Lay Deputies, and took their 
seats. (See page 12.) 


On motion, the proper officer was allowed to amend the Cer- 
tificate of the Deputies from Ascension Church, Buffalo, and two 
of the gentlemen named therein were admitted to seats. 


A larger number, both of the Clergy and of the Lay Deputies, 
than the Canons require to constitute a quorum, (viz. 20 Clergy- 
men and Deputies from 20 Churches,) being present,— 


The Chair announced the election of a Secretary to be in order. 
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Election of Secretary—Rules of Order—Clergy invited to Seats. 

Mr, T. C. Montgomery, in behalf of the Deputies from §. 
Luke’s Church, Rochester, having claimed two votes, on account 
of a Chapel attached to the Parish, the claim was allowed by 
the Chair under the rule, Art. VII. of the Constitution. 


The Rey. Dr. Van Ingen, having appealed from the decision of 
the Chair, withdrew the appeal, and moved to refer the question 
to a Committee to report for the future guidance of the Con- 
vention, which motion was lost. 


The House then proceeded to the eleetion of a Secretary. 


The Chair appointed as Tellers for the Clergy, the Rev. Dr. 
Schuyler; and for the Laity, Mr. William 8. Stow. 


On counting the ballots, after the votings, it appeared that the 
Rey.

REPORT: 


The Committee ou the Admission of New Churches beg leave to report: 


That they have examined the Certificates of Incorporation of S. Peter's Church, 
Geneva, Ontario County; Grace Church, Watertown, Jefferson County; S. James’ 
Church, Cleveland, Oswego County; Grace Church, Carthage, Jefferson County ; 
S. John’s Church, Champion, Jefferson County; S. Andrew's Church, Augusta, 
Oneida County, and find that the proceedings connected therewith have been in 
accordance with the laws of the State and the Canons of this Church, and there- 
fore recommend that the said Churches be received into union with the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in this Diocese. 

The original copy of the Bishop’s consent in the case of Grace Church, Carthage, 
is lost, but satisfactory evidence of its having been given has been furnished to 
the Committee.

Mr. T. C. Montgomery, in behalf of the Special Committee on 
the Protection of the Clergy in the Exercise of Lay Discipline, 
presented the following 


REPORT. 


The Committee appointed to examine and report upon the case of the Rev. 
Thomas G. Meacham, respectfully report: 


It appears that for the exercise of his clear duty in enforcing the discipline of 
the Church, the reverend gentleman was subjected to a vexatious civil suit, and to 
the expense of defending it, to the amount of $430.42. Your Committee have no 
doubt of his claim to full indemnity from the Church. But as the Convention has 
no funds under its control for this purpose, your Committee recommend the 
adoption of the following resolution : 


Resolved, That the Convention recommend that the Bishop take measures for 
the raising of the sum necessary for the relief of the Rey. Mr. Meacham, in such 
manner as he may deem proper.

The resolution accompanying the report was, on motion, adopt- 
ed, and the Committee discharged. 


The Rey. Dr. Ingersoll having renewed his motion to adopt the 
amendment proposed to Canon VIII, it was passed, and the 
amendment adopted as follows: 

SecTION 1. The Convention shall, at its regular annual meeting next preced- 
' ing the regular session of the General Convention, elect, by the concurrent ballot 
of the clerical and lay members, four Clergymen and four Laymen, who shall be 
communicants of the Church, and residents of the Diocese, to act as Deputies 


from this Diocese to the General Convention. The Deputies so chosen shall hold 
their office during the term of three years. 


The Bishop read from the Episcopal Chair, his Annual Address. 
(See Appendix I.) 


On motion of the Rev. Dr. Wilson, 


Resolved, That so much of the Bishop’s Address as relates to Hobart College 
and Christian Education generally, be referred to a Committee of five to report to 
this Convention. 
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The Chair appointed as such Committee, the Rev. Dr. Wilson, 
the Rev. Dr. Van Ingen, Mr. Thomas A. Johnson, Mr. James C. 
Smith, Mr. Ward Hunt. 


On motion of the Rev. Dr. Shelton, 

Resolved, That so much of the Bishop’s Address as relates to the Pan-Anglican 
Council, be referred to a Committee of five to report to this Convention. 

The Chair appointed as such Committee, the Rev. Dr. Shelton, 
the Rev. Dr. Ayrault, Mr. T. C. Montgomery, Mr. Horatio 
Seymour, Mr. John Stryker. 


On motion of the Rev. Dr. Van Ingen, 


Resolved, That so much of the Bishop’s Address as relates to Sunday Schools, 
their efficiency, and their relations to the Church and the Family. be referred to a 
Committee, to report to the next Convention. 


The Chair appointed as such Committee, the Rev. Dr. Van 
Ingen, the Rev. Dr. Goodrich, the Rev. Orlando Witherspoon, 
and Mr. C, K. Loomis. 


The hour having arrived, under the Rule of Order XVII, for 
going into the usual elections, the order of the day was, on motion, 
suspended, to enable the Committee of Fifteen on the Division of 
the Diocese, to present their report. 


Whereupon the Rev. Dr. Shelton, in behalf of the Committee 
submitted the following 


REPORT. 


The Committee on the subject of the Division of this Diocese, appointed by 
the last Convention, beg leave to report: 


That they were convened at Buffalo on the second Wednesday of January, 
1867. Previous to this were sent to each of the members, by the Chairman, the 
following questions: 

first. Whether the congregations in your immediate neighborhood are desirous 
of a division, and if so, upon what grounds? 

Second. Is it expected that the division should take place from north to south 
or from east to west ? 

Third. Is it expected that the Episcopate Fund, and whatever funds now 
belonging to Western New York, shall be divided equally, or in any manner? 

fourth. Is the division asked for purely on the ground of the Bishop’s sug- 
gestion, or is it under the impression that the best interests of the Church are 
promoted by small Dioceses ? . 

These questions were proposed two months before the meeting of the Commit. 
tee, giving ample time for the members to obtain the information sought for. 
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Accordingly, upon assembling, it was found that due diligence had been used 
in procuring the information which was desired. Many letters were read and 
many statements made in answer to the questions, and a singular unity of opin- 
ion was manifest from all parts of the Diocese which were represented. 


First, it was declared that all parishes heard from, were anxious for division, on 
the great principle that they needed more frequent and intimate supervision. 
While all expressed the highest gratification in the Bishop’s visits, and were 
profoundly grateful for them, they were too few and too short. They all 
expressed the belief that a Bishop’s presence was always a subject of deep 
interest to the parishes, and a quickener of their energies, and therefore a 
promoter of their best interests and prosperity ; that the suggestion of a division 
coming from the Bishop, did but heighten their anxiety to accomplish so desirable 
an end, believing, as they did, that smaller Dioceses were more promotive of the 
growth of the Church than larger ones. 


Next, the question whether the division should take place from east to 
west, or from north to south, was answered by a unanimous vote in favor of the 
line running north and south, through Seneca Lake. 


Third, the question, regarding the division of the funds belonging to Western 
New York, was answered unanimously, that they should be equally divided. 


The Committee then adjourned to meet in the city of Syracuse, in the month of 
July, 1867. 

At that meeting, the Committee reaffirmed its original decisions on all the 
points before decided upon, with perfect unanimity. The Committee appointed a 
Sub-committee, consisting of three members of their body, to draw up the views 
of the Committee, and to report to the meeting held in Syracuse. This report 
was prepared and adopted, and will now be presented to the Convention. 


The following Report was then presented. by the Rev. Dr. 
Coxe, the Report of the Sub-Committee embraced therein being 
read by the Rev. Dr. Babcock : 


REPORT. 


The Committee to whom was referred so much of the Bishop’s Address, in 
1866, as related to the Division of the Diocese, would respectfully report : 


That they have taken this important subject into the most careful consideration. 
As the basis of their action, they beg leave to call the attention of the Convention 
to the words of the Bishop in his Address: 


«‘The remarks which I made last year, as to a division of this Diocese, were 
suggested by general principles, and by the condition of growth and prosperity 
in which my revered predecessor left it. It was his desire that it should remain 
one Diocese during his own life time. He expressed to me, in one of the few 
delightful interviews I had with him, as his assistant, his own conviction that the 
change must come, and that the only question is one as to time. This he seemed 
willing to leave to my judgment, in case I should succeed him; and I assured 
him that my views and wishes on the subject were decided by his own, until such 
an event might lay upon me the responsibility of examining the case from a new 
point of view. My mind is made up that a serious consideration of the subject 
can be no longer postponed; and assuming that a new See must soon be erected 
within the bounds of this Diocese, I think the question becomes simplified if 
reduced to this practical form: Shall this be done with a view to the consumma- 
tion of the work at the General Convention of 1868, or is it to be postponed till

that of 1871? Ifit be resolved to prepare for the former period, I would suggest 
that the whole subject be referred to a Committee who shall report at our next 
Diocesan Convention, as to the steps to be taken and the principles to be recog- 
nized. Let it be remembered, that even should these steps be resolved on, the 
measure will not be completed until some time in 1869. Should the Diocese 
resolve to lay the matter over for the Convention of 1871, it will be postponing 
its practical completion till 1872. I tremble when I think what a loss six years’ 
delay may involve not only to the Church, but to many immortal souls, and to 
unborn generations in Western New York. I would not have the responsibility 
of such delay recorded in my account with my Master. The question is, not 
whether I can visit our existing parishes with some degree of efficiency, but 
whether I can also visit the towns and villages where there should be parishes, 
and so ‘do the work of an Evangelist,’ which is part of the duty laid on me by 
Inspired Wisdom. In this morning’s Lesson occurred the text, ‘Let us go into 
the next towns.’ To do this is simply impossible for one Bishop. To visit the 
towns already supplied with churches, is all that I can accomplish. I believe 
that my work wiil be rendered very little, if at all, more easy by the proposed 
measure; but I know I can do more good with the same outlay of strength. If 
have faith to believe that if two Dioceses be created out of the one, each Diocese, 
in ten or fifteen years, will be as strong as the one is now, if not stronger. 
‘There is that scattereth and yet increaseth; and there is that withholdeth 
more than is meet, but it tendeth to poverty.’ To your wisdom, beloved breth- 
ren, I leave the whole subject, after these remarks, and I feel sure you will act 
respecting them in the holy fear of God.” 


The Committee, after serious and deliberate discussion, have arrived unani- 
mously at a conclusion favorable to the proposed division, and for the following 
reasons: 


I. The wishes of the Diocese, as shown by and before them. The Committee 
itself was composed of Clerical and Lay members appointed from and represent- 
ing the different portions of the Diocese. On their part there was scarcely a 
dissentient voice, as in turn they expressed their judgment, and in the event, not 
one. This fact itself goes far towards interpreting the wishes of the Diocese. 
But together with this manifestation, there were presented letters from Vestries 
in communication with the members, and oral and written opinions from Clergy 
and Laymen, all, with a single exception, concurrently favorable to the proposed 
division. 

Again: The Committee respectfully report the reason of the thing itself It is 
not reasonable to expect any one Bishop to take up the multifarious duties and 
interests of a Diocese of dimensions such as this, at the point where, after a suc- 
cessful, energetic and progressive Episcopate of a quarter of a century, his prede- 
cessor laid them down, and from this point carry them permanently and with 
accumulation forward. Statistical examination will convince any one who will 
take the trouble of making it, that in all the elements which compose it, the 
Diocese of Western New York has now more than double the strength which it 
had at its organization. For example: At the Convention of 1889 there were re- 
ported, Clergy, 82; parishes, 98. In 1840, there were reported, confirmations, 
435; communicants, 4,142; individuals, 8,591; total of offerings, $10,095. In 
1866, there were reported, Clergy, 171; parishes, chapels and missions, 192; con- 
firmations, 1,784; communicants, 14,855; individuals, 48,578; total of offerings, 
$303,226; showing a proportion in clergy and parishes of more than 2 to 1; in 
confirmations of 4 to 1; in communicants of 34 to 1; in individuals of nearly 6 to 
1; in offerings of 30 to 1. And other statistics are in like proportion. Now, if 
a previous generation did wisely, in 1888, in erecting the Diocese of Western 
New York, how shall we not do wisely in a similar manner, in 1867, in erecting 

anew Diocese within its bounds? 
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Regard for a moment the demands of the future, in view of our ever-increasing 
population, already numberiug 1,500,000 souls. What one man, on whom. de- 
volves the care of all the churches, can possibly extend among such a population, 
with full effect, the Gospel in the Church? It is a most significant and en- 
couraging fact, developed by the State census of 1865, that while, during the past 
15 years, Presbyterians and Baptists have decreased in numbers, the ratio of 
increase in the Protestant Episcopal Church has been 52 per cent., or more than 
3 to 1 of any religious denomination. At the same time, the value of Church 
property in the State is greater by 2 to 1 than that of any denomination. Must 
we not be moved and influenced by facts such as these to give ample room, and 
verge enough, that the Gospel in the Church may have free course and be giori- 
fied? While thankful to the great Head of the Church for such increase, it 
imports an appeal and demand to provide for it. 


The Committee would point to the examples of surrounding Dioceses, those 
of New York, Pennsylvania and Maryland, to name no more, as indications of 
our duty on this subject, and as guides to its performance. There is a growing 
conviction that our large Dioceses are neither according to the Apostolic pattern, 
nor are they fitted, in the light of reason and experience, to impart the highest 


energy to the action of the Church on the hearts minds of men. They have 
answered better in the past, in the early stages o growth, than they ever can 
again. 


The revival of Church life, and of a missionary spirit in our age, creates a 
demand for more Episcopal supervision. The public mind is aroused. Clergy 
and parishes will not be content with the amount of Episcopal care and oversight 
which satisfied former generations. Doubtless division may be carried too far; 
but by dividing Western New York in two equal portions we incur no evil. In 
this connection we would refer to the very able report of the Committee of the 
Oneida Convocation, printed in the last Journal, and referred to us for respectful 
consideration. It seeks to show that five eastern counties of this Diocese are 
adequate, in all the elements of strength, to constitute a Diocese of themselves, 
with a view to such result. The measure itself received no favor, in the minds 
of your Committee; but they gladly refer to it, not only as an indication of the 
spirit of the times in favor of reduced Episcopal jurisdiction, but as furnishing 
ample reason, at all events, why the Diocese of Western New York should be 
divided. If five of our counties are, in the minds of some, sufficient for a Diocese, 
surely fourteen of them, including these, should satisfy the minds of all. 


If. The Committee have duly considered such objections as may be urged, 
and which were presented before them. The chief and most prominent of these 
is, an apprehentled difficulty in providing suitably for Episcopal support. But 
this, in their judgment, is an imaginary, rather than a real difficulty, having in 
itself no controlling force. It is easier now to provide two ample Episcopal 
salaries than, thirty years ago, to provide one; for the resources of the Diocese 
are immensely increased, as is illustrated by the fact already stated, that the 
total amount of our Church offerings for the last year, as compared with those of 
1840, are in the proportion of thirty to one. Who shall say that, prospectively, 
each half of this Diocese cannot raise $25,000 for the Episcopal fund, which, with 
$25,000 already raised, would place each in the position where the whole is now? 
It is characteristic of our laity to respond to the reasonable demands of the 
Church; and if it is in itself desirable that the Diocese should be divided, the 
Committee believe that the required means will be provided. 


An objection presented was the recency of the accession of the present beloved 
Bishop, in the full maturity of his vigorous and active powers; the prosperity of 
the entire Diocese in his hands, and the unwillingness of either portion to part 
with his distinguished services. But in answer to this, we have, in the first 
place, his own emphatic, reiterated call for a division; his own declared con- 
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viction of the inadequacy of one man to discharge the obligations of so extensive 
a jurisdiction; and, as a practical commentary, appears the painful fact, that he 
has already suffered from his arduous labors, so that, by the advice of his 
physician, he has been obliged to suspend them. Better, timely warned, to limit 
the sphere of their exercise than forego them altogether. 


An objection urged is, that the division of Dioceses impairs their dignity, and 
lowers the standard of Episcopal influence. This might be true, if the strength 
and character of a Diocese consisted in the number of its miles and acres. What 
constitutes a State? Not miles, but men; and, analogously, they are not miles, 
but souls, which compose the strength and character of a Diocese. If the city of 
New York alone should be erected into a Diocese, who doubts that it would be 
one of the most powerful and influential in the land? The Dioceses of England 
are all included within a territory no larger that that of our own State; yet no 
one has ever suspected them of lacking, for that reason, in dignity, character and 
influence. If half of New York has now the population that the whole of it had 
twenty-five years ago, the Bishop of half of it now has quite as extensive a juris- 
diction as the Bishop of the whole of it had then; for his jurisdiction has refer- 
ence to souls Geographical lines are only adopted for convenience. 


In conclusion, your Committee report that all other considerations whatever 
should yield to the paramount €laims involved in the growth of the Church, the 
extension of the Kingdom of ottr Blessed Redeemer, and the Glory of God. And 
they recommend to the Convention the adoption of the following resolutions: 


fesolved, That in the judgment of this Convention, it is expedient that the 
Diocese of Western New York should be divided. 


Resolved, That as early as practicable, with the consent of the General Con- 
vention, it be so divided, in two parts, and that the line of division shall be the 
eastern boundary of the counties of Wayne, Ontario, Yates, Schuyler and Steuben. 


Resolved, That that part of this Diocese lying east of the proposed line of 
division is hereby declared, in accordance with Canon VI., Title 3d, of the Canons 
of the Church, to be the new Diocese. 


Your Committee also respectfully submit herewith a report and sundry resolu- 
tions of a Sub-Committee of our body, which have been considered and approved 
by us, and which are as follows: 


The Sub-Committee of three, appointed at the meeting of the General Com- 
mittee, held in Buffalo, on the 9th of January last, ‘‘to consider and report, if prac- 
ticable, upon a plan of affiliation between the divided portions of the Diocese, by 
which our common interest in Diocesan Institutions and Funds may be retained, 
and also to consider that portion of the Resolutions of the meeting of the five 
Eastern counties relating to the See principle,” respectfully report: 


That they held a meeting at Oswego, on Monday, June 17th—present, Rev. 
Drs. Babcock and Beach—and after a free discussion of the several points referred 
to them, agreed in substance to the following report, which having since care- 
fully considered and revised, they now by their signatures fully endorse : 


The first point, which seemed to require our investigation, under the instruc- 
tions of the Resolutions, was the state of the Diocesan Institutions and Funds, as 
to their capability of separate or joint use. 


A deliberate review of the whole ground has satisfied the Sub-Committee that 
any attempted plan of affiliation of Dioceses merely for giving the divided portions 
a joint and equal right, title and control in these Institutions and Funds, would 
be attended with embarrassing complications and serious legal difficulties, besides 
tending to weaken that direct local interest, supervision and responsibility by 
which very much of their efficiency is preserved. Nor do we see any benefits to 
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be gained by such joint ownership and control, which would be an adequate off 
set to these objections. Nor do we see any pressing necessity for it; nor any 
advantages from it, which may not be had by simpler and less complicated 
modes. 


To show our reasons for these conclusions, and at the same time to bring 
before the Committee a fuller view of our relations to these Institutions and 
Funds, we beg leave to refer to them severally and briefly in their order. 


I. The Diocesan Institutions (proper) are, The De Veaux College, The DeLancey 
Divinity School, and The Cary Institute. 


Hobart College appears to have no legal connection with the Diocese or its Con- 
vention, and the bishop is a Trustee only by courtesy. We are not called upon, 
therefore, to refer to it in our plans of division; except to state our conviction of 
its importance and influence as an Institution of the Church, and to commend it 
heartily to the support and patronage of all parts of the present Diocese. The 
present interest in it will doubtless be retained, and, we trust increased, by 
appointing its Trustees as now from both sections, and in the event of a division, 
making both Bishops Trustees. But this is a question for the Trustees them- 
selves to decide, 


1. DeVeaux College, however, is strictly a Diocesan Institution, placed by the 
will of its founder “ under the charge of the Convention, as a dependency of the 
Church.” And its charter further iixes its relations to the Diocese in three ways: 
Ist. In requiring the appointment of its Trustees from communicants of the 
Diocese of Western New York, and vacating their offices when they cease to be 
such; 2d. In requiring their appointment by the Standing Committee on nomi- 
nation of the Board; 38d. In requiring an annual report to be made to the Con- 
vention and Standing Committee. 


There does not appear, either in the intentions of the will, or in the scope of 
the charter, any just reason why each Diocese, in the event of a division, should 
not have an equal share in the benefits of this Institution. Yet, for the general 
reasons already adduced, it seems to us best that the Standing Committee and 
Convention, exercising the powers named in the will and charter, should be the 
Standing Committee and Conventlon of the Diocese in which the College is 
located. All needful ends of mutual benefit may be secured by a resolution of 
the Convention, (or by legislative enactment, if found necessary,) making each 
Bishop of the divided portions a Trustee ex officio, and otherwise enlarging the 
qualifications of Trustees, so as to embrace communicants of each or all of the 
future Dioceses within the limits of the present Diocese. These suggestions 
have been made.to us by the President of the College, and meet our approval, 


2. The DeLancey Divinity School is under the charge and patronage of the 
Diocese, without any charter; and its funds are in the hands of the Trustees of 
the Parochial Fund, the income being subject to the order of the Education and 
Missionary Board of the Diocese. 


In our opinion, any division of these funds at this time would be destructive of 
the objects of the School, as well as of its usefulness. There is no prospect for a 
long time to come, that its resources or numbers will be any too large for its 
efficiency as a single Institution. It is our judgment, therefore, that all Diocesan 
right and title to it, and control over it, should be vested in the Diocese in which 
it is located, with equal privileges accorded to the other Diocese or Dioceses by 
courtesy or otherwise, and with an equal claim upon them for support and 
contributions. 


3. The Cary Collegiate Institute, so far as the Diocese has any relations to it, 
for similar reasons, should, in our judgment, be disposed of in substantially the 
same way. ' 
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II. The Diocesan Funds, aside from those belonging to the Institutions named 
above, are The Episcopate Fund, ($51,032); The Christmas Fund, ($11,110) ; 
The Permanent Missionary Fund, ($18,272); The Bible and Prayer Book Fund, 
($750); The Van Wagenen Missionary Fund for Chenango County, ($2,855), and 
‘the current funds in the hands of the Treasurer of the Diocese. 


The General Committee have already, by a resolution, expressed their opinion 
that all these funds, which are susceptible of division, should be equally divided. 
This will include a partition of all the funds, except the Van Wagenen Fund, which 
having been donated for the exclusive benefit of Chenango county, should be 
assigned to the Diocese of which that county shall form a part. 


With these simpler methods before us, therefore, your Sub-Committee do not 
see any sufficient reason for an affiliation of Dioceses, looking merely to a con- 
solidation and joint control of our present Institutions and Funds. But, in this 
connection, a graver and a broader question has come before us for consideration. 
The Committee of Fifteen of the Diocese of New York, appointed to report upon 
the question of division of that Diocese, have been led in their discussion to see 
a necessity for some plan of union among the Dioceses of the State, for securing 
unity of action and consolidation of strength in maintaining our legal and incorpo- 
rated rights intact, and for other purposes of mutual defence and protection, 
against civil, legislative, or organized factional encroachments. Through the Rev. 
Dr. Haight, an influential member of that Committee, they have laid their views 
before us, and asked us to codperate with them. They argue with seeming force, 
that, in view of the alarming state of legislative corruption, with no promise of 
its becoming better; the growing tendencies to social disorganization fostered by 
reckless and irreligious factions, and the lawlessness which naturally follows; 
and the grasping aims and crafty efforts of Romish authorities to obtain political 
control; the day may not be distant when the vested rights, liberties, and pos- 
sessions of the Church will be seriously imperiled; and common prudence sug- 
gests that we should be prepared to meet these prospective dangers with a united 
front and force. 


To secure this, some kind of Synodical Union of the otherwise weak and 
separated Dioceses of the State seems to be necessary. It is not proposed to get 
up a Provincial System on paper, and attempt to put it in operation as a theoreti- 
cal experiment. It is simply proposed to ask the General Convention for a per- 
missive Canon, authorizing a Federate Council of the Dioceses, where there are 
two or more, in any State, with delegated powers not conflicting with those of the 
General Convention. This will enable the Dioceses to combine for the defence of 
their common interests, and to inaugurate such common enterprises as the best 
good of the Church may seem ‘to require. We offer the suggestion, that the 
delegated powers here named should receive the consent of each and all of the 
Dioceses interested, and with this reservation, are prepared to recommend the 
adoption of the proposed Canon. 


The subject of the See Principle, as named in the resolution, has also received 
the attention of the Sub-Committee. There seems to be a steadily growing 
tendency and feeling in the Church in favor of this principle, so far, at least, as to 
make the larger cities ecclesiastical seats and the eentres of Church life and 
enterprise. Without discussing the arguments which have been advanced to 
show the advantages, convenience and primitive authority for this system, it may 
now be assumed as probable beyond a doubt, that it will come in time to be the 
accepted system in nearly all our Dioceses: The numerous divisions already con- 
templated make it quite probable, also, that the See name, from its convenience 
and fitness, will be generally adopted in the future Dioceses. Looking simply, 
then, at these facts, and setting aside mere theories, we are prepared to express 
our approval of the See principle in general terms, and without reference to its 
details, which must be largely determined by the necessities of time and place; 
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and also to recommend that the new Dioceses, to be erected from the present 
Diocese of Western New York, should each adopt a See name, to be hereafter 
determined by the Diocese itself. 


In conclusion, we offer the following resolutions, embracing the views above 
stated, for the consideration of the General Committee, to be referred, if the Com- 
mittee approve, to the Diocesan Convention for its action thereon: 


Resolved, That when a division of this Diocese shall take place, the Diocesan 
Institutions, and the funds connected therewith, shall be under the control of the 
Dioceses in which they are severally located. 


Resolved, That all other Diocesan funds shall be equally divided between the 
new Dioceses, except the Van Wagenen Missionary Fund, which shall be assigned 
to the charge of the Diocese of which Chenango county may be a part. 


Resolved, That a committee of three legal gentlemen be appointed by the 
Bishop to draft the form of a bill or bills necessary for giving legal effect to the 
foregoing resolutious, to be presented, after approval by the Bishop and Standing 
Committee, to the next session of the Legislature, and that the first named Com- 
mittee be requested to procure its passage in that body. 


Resolved, That it be referred to the same Committee to consider what action, 
if any, the General Convention should take to give legal effect to the same reso- 
lutions, and to report to the Convention at its next session. 


Resolved, In case of a division of this Diocese, that it be recommended to 
both Dioceses to adopt the See principle, as far as practicable. 


Resolved, If the Convention of the Diocese of New York agree thereto, that 
the General Conventien be requested to enact a permissive Canon authorizing a 
Federate Council of the Dioceses of this State.

The Committee on that part of the Bishop’s Address relating to the Pan- 
Anglican Council, respectfully report that it was the unanimous wish of the 
Committee to offer a Resolution requesting our beloved Bishop to accept the 
invitation of the Archbishop of Canterbury to attend the Council, and providing 
for the expenses of the journey; but upon conferring with the Bishop, they 
learned that, although he had been urgently solicited to attend, and the amount 
necessary to defray all expenses had been proffered by several friends, he could 
not be induced to go; and the Committee were reluctantly compelled to defer to 
the wishes of the Bishop. They recommend the adoption of the following 
Resolutions: 


Whereas, The Archbishop of Canterbury has addressed a letter of invitation 
to all Bishops in communion with the Church of England, to meet the Bishops of 
that Church at Lambeth, and hold “brotherly consultations,” and consider 
together many practical questions, the settlement of which would tend to the 
advancement of the Kingdom of our Lord and Master Jesus Christ, to the 
maintenance of greater union in our missionary work, and increased inter- 
communion “among ourselves,” therefore 


Resolved, That we, the representatives of the Diocese of Western New York, 
in Convention assembled, do most heartily commend this assembly of Bishops to 
the prayers of the Church, that it may be guided, in its efforts to promote unity 
and harmony, by the Holy Ghost. 


Resolved, That while we regret the necessity which prevents our respected and 
beloved Bishop from mingling his voice with the voices of the chief men of the 
English and American Churches, in discussing the great interests of the Reformed 
Church, we desire to express our earnest solicitude for, and interest in, the 
consultations about to be held, for the future unity, and consequent happiness and 
prosperity, of Christendom. 


esolved, That we concur in the expressions of reverence and regard for the 
personal character of the Archbishop of Canterbury, which have been addressed 
to us by our Diocesan, and that we heartily thank the Archbishop for the 
measures he has taken to unite the Churches of the Anglican Rite in closer 
communion, praying that such measures may tend, in God’s good time and way, 
to the revival of the primitive spirit among all Christians, and to a restored 
visible unity on the principles of the Nicene age and constitutions. 
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Resolved, That a copy of these Resolutions be transmitted to the Archbishop 
of Canterbury, with the expression of the hearty assurance of our sympathy with 
the objects of the meeting so wisely convened by him.

The Standing Committee to whom was referred the Report of the Trustees of 
the Christmas Fund for Disabled Clergymen, and for the Widows and Orphans of 
Deceased Clergymen, respectfully report: 


That the Permanent Fund for Disabled Clergymen is $11,000, invested in 
Bonds and Mortgages, secured on real estate. The Widows’ and Orphans’ Fund 
is nominally $1,800, which amount is invested in Bonds and Mortages, secured 
by real estate, besides cash in the Treasurer’s hands amounting to $218 96, 
making an aggregate of $12,518 96. There has been received from 121 parishes, 
during the Conventional year, the sum of $2,589 75, and from interest on invest~ 
ments, $830 80, There has been paid during the year, to eight Disabled Clergy- 
men, the sum of $1,875, and to eight Widows of Clergymen, $1,025. 

The above appears from the Trustees’ Report of the Fund, which corresponds 
with the Treasurer’s Report as certified by the Report of the Auditor appointed 
by the Right Rev. the Bishop.

REPORT: 


In the absence of the Chairman, the remaining two members of the Committee 
to which was referred so much of the Bishop’s Address at the Convention of 
1866 as related to the Society for Promoting Religion and Learning, respectfully 
report that a communication was addressed to the Trustees of that Society, which 
is herewith submitted. 


The undersigned are not informed whether any answer has been received to 
this communication, and they respectfully recommend that another Committee be 
appointed to take charge of the subject, and to make further report to the next 
Convention of the Diocese. J. H. MARTINDALE,

To the Trustees of the Society for the Promotion of Religion and Learning in the 
State of New York: 


GENTLEMEN: The undersigned have been appointed members of a Committee 
on the part of the Diocese of Western New York to communicate with your 
venerable Society, touching the relations subsisting between it and the Church in 
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the Western portion of our State. The appointment of our Committee was made 
in response to the following suggestion of Bishop Coxe, in his address to the 
Annual Convention of our Diocese for the year 1866, viz: ‘‘ This Diocese has bee: 
largely indebted, in past years, to ‘The Society for the Promotion of Religion and 
Learning in the State of New York’ for considerable benefactions to Hobart Col- 
lege. This year a large annual gift ceases; and the fact ought to remind us, 
perhaps, that we have never made collections for that corporation, nor done much 
to augment its funds. As it is chartered, however, with reference to the State of 
New York, and not merely for the Mother Diocese, I feel that we ought to 
understand our relations to it more fully. Isuggest that it would be well to take 
some steps, if possible, with a view to perpetuating those happy relations with 
the Diocese of New York, of which this corporation has been the strongest bond, 
and, I am sure that, if in any respect we have failed to do our duty, we shall be 
glad to make such amends as may yet be in our power.” 


Neither Bishop Coxe nor the Diocese of Western New York are unmindful of 
what your Society has done for Hobart College, and is still doing, to aid it in its 
important work. Neither do we forget that you have largely and most kindly 
aided our candidates for Holy Orders, while pursuing their studies at the General 
Theological Seminary. 


So far as the assistance rendered by you to our students in New York is con- 
cerned, we do not understand that, kind and generous as it has always been, it 
has been in any sense special to our Diocese, or in any wise different from the 
assistance which candidates for Holy Orders from Pennsylvania or Connecticut 
have received trom you. The expenditure, then, of your Society in aid of the 
cause of Religion and Learning, which is special to the Western portion of the 
State is limited to the benefactions bestowed on Hobart College. There is no 
disposition to lessen or undervalue these. They were liberal, timely, and most 
important. It is not too much to say that the College owes its existence to the 
fostering care of your Society, as it owes its perpetuity to the timely aid of 
another friendly corporation intimately connected with your own. 


But, when we reflect that the Diocese of Western New York covers one-half of 
this great State, and contains one-third of its population; when we consider how 
young the Church is in most of the towns and villages of this vast region, and 
observe that in many of them it is yet to be planted; when we remember that 
one-half of the parishes are still missionary stations, sustained, in part, by the 
contributions of the other half: especially when we recognize that in the newness 
and poverty of our parishes, the greatest want of the Church in this Diocese is 
that of a large increase of thoroughly educated Ministers, we are led to appeal 
most earnestly to your venerable Society to continue to aid us, out of your large 
revenues, in our educational work—so vital to the growth and prosperity of our 
Church. 

If anything that is in our power to do has hitherto been wanting, on our part, 
to secure the continued sympathy and codperation of your Society, we earnestly 
desire to supply that defect. We have understood that the lack of contributions 
to the funds of your Society was regarded by you as diminishing our claim on 
your liberality. This non-contribution has been owing, in times past, to no want 
of good will, but to the newness and weakness of most of the Churches. The 
case is somewhat different now. But the strain on the self-supporting parishes, 
in upholding the large number of weak and dependent Churches, is still very 
great, and tends to prevent liberal contributions to other important objects. But 
if it would serve to bring this Diocese into harmony with the Diocese of New 
York, in its relation to your Society, to secure annual collections for its treasury 
from our Churches, we would be glad to propose the matter to our next Conven- 
tion, not doubting that it would there receive the most friendly consideration. 


There seems to be nothing in your charter, or the prescribed field of your 
efforts, which would justify either of the two sections of the State in occupying 
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towards your Society a position different from that of the other; nor, on the other 
hand, does there appear to be any reason why you should not maintain the same 
relations of benefaction and sympathy with both through all time. 


With profound and grateful respect, we submit this matter to your ey con- 
sideration, on behalf of the Diocese of Western New York.

On motion, the report was accepted and the Committee con- 
tinued, the Chair appointing on the Committee the Rev. Dr. 
Wilson in place of the Rev. Dr. Jackson, removed from the 
Diocese. 


On motion of the Rev. Dr. Gibson, the Committee on a change 
of the Constitution with reference to the time for the annual 
meeting of the Diocesan Convention, were discharged from further 
consideration of the subject. 


The question recurring on the resolution of the Committee of 
Tifteen, the Rev. Mr. Lockwood moved an amendment that the 
Committee’s line be followed to Schuyler county, and then the 
Southern Tier line eastwardly, and the motion was lost. 


The Rev. Dr. Paret moved to amend the plan of the Committee 
by substituting the word “Chemung” for ‘ Steuben,” and the 
motion was lost. 


The Rev. Dr. Ayrault moved to amend the plan of the Com- 
mittee so as to leave Schuyler county in the Hastern Diocese, and 
the motion was lost. 


The question was then put on the resolution offered by the 
Committee, and it was adopted, as follows: 
Resolved, That as early as practicable, with the consent of the General Con- 


vention, it be so divided, in two parts, and the line of division shall be, the Hast- 
ern boundary of the counties of Wayne, Ontario, Yates, Schuyler, and Steuben. 


The third, fourth, fifth, sixth, and seventh resolutions, as 
reported by the Committee, were then separately considered and 
passed, as follows : 


Resolwed, That the part of this Diocese lying East of the proposed line of 
division, is hereby declared, in accordance with Canon 6, Title m1. of the Canons, 
of the Church, to be the new Diocese. 
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Resolved, That when a division of this Diocese shall take place, the Diocesan 
Inst:tutions and the funds connected therewith, shall be under the control of the 
Dioceses in which they are severally located. 


Resolved, That all other Diocesan funds shall be equally divided between the 
new Dioceses, except the Van Wagenen Missionary Fund, which shall be assigned 
to the charge of the Diocese of which Chenango county may be a part. 


Resolved, That a Committee of three legal gentlemen be appointed by the 
Bishop to draft the form of a bill or bills necessary for giving legal effect to the 
foregoing resolutions, to be presented, after approval by the Bishop and Standing 
Committee, to the next session of the Legislature; and that the first named Com- 
mittee be requested to procure its passage in that body. 


Resolved, That it be referred to the same Committee to consider what action, if 
any, the General Convention should take to give legal effect to the same resolu- 
tions, and to report to the Convention at its next session. 


The eighth resolution reported by the Committee, with refer- 
ence to the See Principle, was, on motion, laid on the table. 


The ninth and last resolution offered by the Committee was 
then, on motion, passed, as follows: 
Resolved, If the Convention of the Diocese of New York agree thereto, that the 


General Convention be requested to enact a permissive Canon authorizing a Fed- 
erate Council of the Dioceses of this State. 


The House then proceeded to the election of the Standing Com- 
mittee of the Diocese. 


On motion, the vote by ballot was dispensed with, and the 
Standing Committee of last year were reélected, except Mr. 


Julius Movius, removed from the Diocese. 


The House thereupon, elected, by ballot, Mr. S$. G. Cornell to 
fill the vacancy, and the following persons were declared duly 
elected :

The Rev. Dr. Van Ingen, in behalf of the Committee on so 
much of the Bishop’s Address as relates to the Doolittle Institute, 
made the following 


REPORT: 


The Committee on so much of the Address of the Bishop as relates to the 
Doolittle Institute, respectfully report : 

That in their judgment it would be a discouragement to all noble and generous 
zeal and bounty, in the Diocese, should this Convention fail to express and record 
its respect and admiration for so bright an example; and the Committee embody 
in their report the following Memorial to the Standing Committee, referred by 
that body to the Bishop, and by him communicated, with his approval, through 
this Committee, to the Coftyention: 
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Report on Doolittle Institute. 


To the Standing Committee of the Diocese of Western New York: 


This memorial, in behalf of the Church and Institute at Wethersfield Springs, 
respectfully represents: That there exists in the village of Wethersfield Springs; 
Wyoming county, the following Church property, viz: 

1. A Brick Church Edifice, with ample surroundings of grounds, cemetery, 
sheds, &c., furnished with all the requisites for the conduct of Public Worship, in 
repair, and entirely free from debt. 


2. A Parsonage House, with outhouses, such as barn, sheds, &c., and an ample 
garden plot, in repair, and free from debt. The house is of ample size and well 
planned. 


3. An endowment of $5,000 for the Rector’s support. 
4, The following provision for a Church School: 


(a.) A School House, furnished with desks, recitation rooms, bell, &c., for the 
accommodation of one hundred pupils. 


(b.) A Boarding House contiguous, for the use of the Head Master and Assist- 
ant Teachers. 

(c.) A second Boarding House for pupils, with room for class-rooms and com- 
mon study, and lodging rooms for fifty pupils. 


That all this has been conveyed to the Parish officers of S. Clement’s Church: 
in Wethersfield Springs, and is the unprompted gift of the venerable Ormus 
Doolittle, devised and perfected under his own supervision, and at his own ex- 
pense. That the amount expended by him in founding and carrying forward this 
work, from first to last, in principal and interest, cannot be stated at less than 
$65,000. That a prosperous parish now exists there, begun when there were no 
Churchmen except the founder; that there is no other place of worship now sus- 
tained in the village; and that no foreign aid has been asked or received, (except 
the annual missionary stipend of $125,) in carrying it on thus far. 


Upon this state of facts, an appeal is hereby made to the Standing Committee 
of the Diocese, and through that body to the Diocese. 


There is nothing wanting to make this splendid provision of private faith and 
devotion fruitful of the best results to the interests of the Church in her blessed 
work, except a temporary (annual) provision of a generous salary to a Head 
Master for the School: and it is with the utmost confidence of a prompt and 
generous response, that the subscribers, conversant with the facts, ask of the 
Diocese, through your Board, an annual grant of $1,200, as salary to a Head 
Master competent to carry this work to its legitimate consummation, as a self- 
sustaining and honuored seat of religion and learning.

The Rev. Dr. Wilson, from the Committee on that part of the 
Bishop’s Address which relates to Hobart College and Christian 
Education, verbally reported progress, and asked that the Com- 
mittee be continued and allowed to report at the next Conven- 
tion. The request was, on motion, granted, and the Committee 
continued, 


The Rev. Dr. Van Ingen, from the same Committee, offered, as 
a part of their unfinished report, the following resolutions, which, 
on motion, were adopted: 


Resolved, That as the Diocese includes several Convocations, and their exist- 
ence and usefulness have been recognized by the Rt. Rey. the Bishop in his Annual 
Address, it be recommended that each Convocation be earnestly requested to 
establish a Boarding and Day School within its limits for boys, and also one for 
girls, and that each Rector also be urged to open Parish Schools for the benefit 
of the young of the parish. 
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Resolved, Tnat in the judgment of this Convention, the exigencies of the time 
exact from both Clergy and Laity the most earnest and unsparing devotion of 
time, talent and resources to the urgent claims of the young of the Church, for 
education in the Church and by the Church. 


On motion, 


Resolved, That 1,500 copies of the Journal of this Convention be printed, under 
the direction of the Secretary, the same to be distributed as follows: One copy to 
each Clergyman connected with the Diocese, one copy to each Lay Deputy attend- 
ing the Convention, one copy to each of the Wardens of every organized Parish; 
also the usual number of copies to the Bishops, Standing Committees, and other 
organizations, as heretofore. Those remaining in his hands after the above dis- 
tribution has heen made, to be held by him; and that he be instructed to forward 
a copy or copies to any Clergyman or Layman of the Diocese who may make 
application for the same. 


On motion, 


fesolved, That the thanks of this Convention be presented to the congrega- 
tions of the several Churches, and the citizens of Elmira, for the hospitality so 
generously extended to its members during the present session, and that the 
Reverend Clergy in charge of said Churches be requested to give publicity to 
this Resolution in such way as they may deem expedient. 


On motion, 


Resolved, That the thanks of this Convention be, and hereby are, presented to 
the Rev. Dr. Goodrich, and the clerical and lay choristers who assisted, for the 
devotional and churchly music which we have been permitted to enjoy at the 
public services of this body. 


The House then, on motion, resolved to adjourn after the usual 
exercises. 

On motion, the reading of the minutes was dispensed with. 

The Rt. Rey. the President made a brief address of congratu- 
lation on the work accomplished and the harmony attending it, 
ascribing all to the gracious influences of the Holy Spirit. The 
Convention united in singing the Doxology and in appropriate 
prayers; and, after the Benediction by the Bishop, adjourned 
sine die. y

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Ghe Mishop’s Address 


To the Thirtieth Annual Convention. 


My Reverend Brethren, and Brethren of the Laity: 


Amid the abounding blessings of the Lord, upon our land, we 
are again assembled to take sweet counsel together, in behalf of 
His Church. What mercies have followed in the train of Peace! 
What renewed prosperity ; what health; what plenty. If man, 
by his passions and his impatience, has found means to diminish 
any of these blessings, let us own that God has been, none the 
less, plenteous in mercy. Even the more should we magnify the 
goodness which not even our sins have sufficed to turn away from 
us. What harvests have just been reaped from our fields. 
What abundance has been poured into our lap. Truly, He has 
‘left not Himself without witness, in that He does good and gives 
us rain from heaven and fruitful seasons, filling our hearts with 
food and gladness.” 


What more do we want to become a great nation? Such is 
the popular clamour, forgetful of God, and glorifying things 
material. We are assembled to bear our testimony to the truth 
that “man cannot live by bread only.” We believe that 
“righteousness exalteth a nation,” and that nothing else can 
save any people from self-ruin. And, my dear brethren, I do not 
hesitate to add, that, nothing is so much needed, at this very 
moment, in our land, as the prevalence of our own holy faith and 
the holy Church which is its Ark. From what awful mistakes ; 
from what moral insanity; from what rash experiments; from 
what countless social evils the Republic would be delivered, were 
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The late Rev. Dr. Andrews, and Rev. Mr. Applegate.

only the Gospel of Christ acknowledged in it, if not universally, 
yet even generally, in the ennobling and purifying institutions of 
our Primitive and Apostolic Church. By such considerations I 
would exhort you to appreciate the dignity and honour and vast 
importance of your annual Synodical assembling. It is not the 
tumultuous political Convention ; it is not the Agricultural, nor 
even the Educational Congress; much less is it the réunion of 
men in human associations, however benevolent, by which the 
deeper wants of Society are to be met. Man in his sins is to be 
healed only by the Gospel; and for this the only lasting organi- 
zation is the Church ; and it is for that Church, so far as our own 
immediate wants are concerned, that we are now to counsel and 
to legislate. 


During the past year two of our most venerable clergymen 
have been removed by death. Let us bless God for the good 
examples of His servants, HKpwarp ANpRrEws.and Tomas 
APPLEGATE, who having finished their course, in faith, do now 
rest from their labours. Dr. Andrews stood the third upon the 
roll of the Diocese, having been identified with the Church in 
Western New York for forty years. Of his life and labours you 
are well informed, but I have ordered a brief obituary notice to 
be appended to the Journal of this Council, by which a permanent 
record of the same will be secured to the Diocese. The Church 
in Binghamton is his lasting monument. 


Mr. Applegate, though he had been with us for a much shorter 
period, had been honourably distinguished elsewhere for his 
fidelity to the Master’s service. I knew him, only, in the instruc- 
tive scenes of his suffering and of his approach to the grave. He 
was long and severely tried, and faith in Christ was his support. 
It was not long before his death that I had an interview with 
him, from which I gathered lessons of patience and trust th God. 
The clergy of Binghamton often met at his bedside, and soothed 
him by the sweet offices of our holy religion. We do not fully 
appreciate, brethren, the usefulness of what are called “the 
infirm and disabled” clergy. By prayers and patience and faith— 
they are teachers and also intercessors; a praying as well as a 
preaching Ministry is of vast importance. 
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Death of Gov. Hunt and S. F. Denton—-Bequests--Late Bishops Elliott and Rutledge. 


Let us remember, also, the blessings bestowed on the Church, 
in a faithful Laity. Who, here, does not miss with regret and 
sorrow the manly form, the wise counsels and the persuasive 
voice of Washington Hunt? The loss of such a man is not ours 
only ; it will be felt in all the Councils of the Church, for years to 
come. His exemplary life was closed by a death of memorable 
piety, and triumphant faith. Few, even of the Clergy, have the 
glorious privilege of bearing such a testimony as he did, on the 
death-bed, to the power of faith in Christ. 


The death of Seymour Fitch Denton, of Elmira, is here re- 
corded, because I would not merely make mention of those whose 
Christian labours have been before the public eye. He was one 
of many who deserve such mention: faithful, zealous, unobtrusive ; 
‘always abounding in the work of the Lord.” The Lord remem- 
ber him in that day. 


The Hon. Amos Phelps Granger, of Syracuse, bequeathed 
$5,000 to Nashotah, and $5,000 tothe Bishop Seabury Mission, at 
Faribault; and Mrs. Sarah Rich White, of the same place, left 
$5,000 towards the erection of a new church for St. Paul’s, in 
that city, and the sum of $500 for a like purpose to Trinity 
Church, in the same place. Doubtless many more such good 
works have been done of which I have failed to learn, but of 
these I make a grateful memorial, because it is not blessed to 
receive, ungratefully. 

Three more of our Bishops have departed this life since we 
last met. Bishop Elliott’s sudden death has been universally 
lamented. He was one who adorned his mitre with the lustre of 
scholarship, and whose brilliant gifts as an orator and a man of 
Society, were all subordinated to his work as a Christian minister. 
I regretted his course, during the war, but I rejoice that thou- 
sands who did so, even less forgivingly, are as ready as I am, to 
leave all that with his Judge, and to remember him only for his 
noble qualities, his untiring devotion to his work, and for his pure 
and beautiful character as a Bishop of the Church, and a Father 
in Christ. 


Bishop Rutledge, also, deserves honourable mention for his 
piety and worth, and for the sweet submission with which, amid 


sorrow and destitution, of an extraordinary sort, he yielded to 
G 


we 
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painful disease, and gave back his chastened spirit to his God. 
The suddenness with which we have been called to weep over the 
bier of Bishop Scott is also full-of warning. He was a good man, 
and an earnest missionary; and he was sorely tried to the last, 
by the difficulties of his position; by the vastness of his field, and 
the fewness of labourers to enter it. Now he is gone to rest; 
and his toil seems to have been poorly requited. But, who can 
doubt that there is a crown of life laid up for him, and that 
unborn generations, on the Pacific Coast, will revere the name 
and memory of the first Bishop of Oregon? 


It has pleased God to recruit the Episcopate with a consider- 
able number of comparatively young and active labourers. It 
was my privilege to assist at the Consecration of the Assistant 
Bishop of Wisconsin. With the Bishop of Michigan, I also 
assisted, on the Festival of St. Paul’s Conversion, at the Conse- 
eration, in the Sister Church of Canada, of the Coadjutor Bishop 
of Toronto: and I regret that I was thus prevented from taking 
part, the same day, in the Consecration of a son of this Diocese 
to the Bishopric of Maine. 


To come down to matters more strictly practical, I cannot 
speak of my own work during the past year, except in terms of 
unfeigned humility, and with a sense of its petty results, as com- 
pared with what is demanded by the times and by my noble field 
of labour. God was pleased to make me feel my dependence and 
my weakness, by a visitation of sickness, which, during the two 
months most requiring my toil, and which would have repaid it 
with the largest visible results, kept me at home, stricken with 
unwonted infirmity, and thinking sorrowfully of the parishes and 
pastors that were deprived of their Bishop’s presence and suc- 
cour. I bless God for the sympathy that was not denied me and 
for the prayers that prevailed in my behalf. Much sooner than I 
dared to hope have my labours been resumed-: and such as they 
were, they have been to me a great relief, as affording me grounds 
of trust that the time that seems lost may yet be redeemed, and 
that God has been wise and good in the preparation of soul, for 
renewed work, which He gave me when His hand was laid upon 
me. 


The number of confirmations is, of course, greatly diminished

by the time of my suspended labour, but, thank God, it is large 
enough to prove the progress of the Church and the faithful 
pastoral work of the Clergy. I trust it is a token also of the 
presence among us of the Holy Spirit, working effectually by the 
means of grace, according to the promise of Christ. I have con- 
firmed 1,328 souls. The ordinations number 3 Priests and 7 
Deacons. We have 14 Candidates for Orders. .I have conse- 
crated 2 Churches, and laid 2 corner-stones. Several Churches 
now await consecration, and other corner-stones have been laid 
by Presbyters. My visitations of Educational Institutions have 
been an important part of the year’s work: and catechisings, as 
well as addresses to the confirmed, have been the rule of my visi- 
tations in parishes. I shall even more strenuously insist upon 
such attention to the young hereafter, as part of my duty, and I 
beg the Reverend Clergy always to make preparation for the 
catechising, as a feature of the Bishop’s work. It is gratifying to 
state that, in many instances, my attention to children and the 
words I have addressed to them, have been, apparently, more 
efficient of good to older persons, than anything else in the 
solemnities of my visitations. Besides, I regard this kind of 
teaching as bread cast upon the waters, to be gathered, by God’s 
blessing, after many days, and perhaps when others shall have 
entered into our labours. 


The more should this be insisted on because of the sad lack of 
Candidates for Orders, which appears by what I have stated. 
There is a great deficiency somewhere, in the training of the 
young, or more of them, certainly, would be found self-dedicated 
to the service of God, in the Ministry. We cannot go, as the 
Romanists do, to the lowest grades of society and select material 
to be mechanically worked into the Priesthood: we accept none 
but those whose hearts are moved, so far as we can judge, by the 
Holy Ghost Himself. Must we infer that the Holy Ghost moves 
so very few? Are not His godly motions, rather, resisted by 
thousands and quenched by the disapprobation of kindred and 
the worldly views of parents ? 


The burning of two of our Churches during the past year, with 
no insurance, leads me to call the attention of Rectors and of Vest- 
ries to the duty of guarding against similarloss. As I had directed 
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attention to this duty in the Diocesan newspaper, I felt the more 
grieved at the neglect in the instances referred to. The Church 
at Camden, however, deserves great credit for the great exertions 
it had been making, for several years, and for the vigorous life it 
has shown at this crisis; nor ought it to be unsaid, that insurance 
had long been its rule, and that this affliction fell upon it 
when, only for a day or two, and owing to a conjunction of acci- 
dental causes, the rule had been violated. With the burning of 
the Church at Marcellus, all hopes of raising the Church, there, 
are at an end. We can only get good from such a misfortune by 
accepting it as a lesson dearly bought: and I have thought seri- 
ously of proposing that Missionary stipends should be paid to 
parishes which insure their Churches and to none other. Ishould 
like to add a premium to such as insure the lives of their Rectors. 


The German Mission at Elmira deserves the attention of the 
Convention. Instituted by the Rev. Mr. Kellogg, in connection 
with Grace Church, he has been happy in securing for it the ser- 
vices of the Rev. Gustavus W. Mayer, whose success has been so 
marked that I am anxious to see his work encouraged and sus- 
tained by the Diocese. It is well worthy of inquiry whether the 
German element, in our population, might not be reached, by our 
Church, more readily than has been imagined: and perhaps it 
would be well to bring the question before the Domestic Com- 
mittee of the Board of Missions, with special reference to this 
case. It is not anew question; but, I have never been satisfied 
with the manner in which it has been disposed of heretofore. 
The Germans are the best of our immigrant people, and even the 
German Romanists are far less ignoble, ignorant, and bigoted 
than others of their persuasion; so that we have no right to think 
of them as beyond the reach of kindly efforts to improve their 
condition for time and for eternity. 


During the past year I have watched with interest the opera- 
tion of the system of Convocations, which now extends through 
nearly the whole Diocese, and which I regard as a powerful 
auxiliary to the Episcopate. It is a system, let us remember, 
which the Episcopate has evoked, and which a single word from 
your Bishop can dispense with entirely. It is no part of our con- 
stitutional organization; it is confessedly an experiment; but, 
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while it is worked as it has been thus far, I cannot see in it any- 
thing but good. The Clergy meet to commemorate their Lord 
and Master, as He commanded, in the Holy Eucharist ; they meet 
for mutual counsels and encouragement: and these objects alone 
would justify their existence. But their missionary efforts and 
achievements are very important. I am grateful for what they 
have undertaken and effected already. ‘The remarkable case of 
the Mission at Augusta, under the Rev. Mr. Todd, deserves 
renewed mention: and in Jefferson and Chautauqua counties 
important enterprises are wholly dependent on their Convoca- 
tions for success. In the latter, the work of Church book- 
hawking has been attended with results which lead me to 
commend it to more general attention. The matter of parish 
libraries might also engage their careful consideration; and 
indeed, nothing could be more profitable than a review of the 
whole Sunday School system, its defects and its merits, and the 
questions of practical improvements therewith connected. Their 
relations to the Church and to the family need to be readjusted ; 
let the Parochial Clergy tell us why and how to do it. Surely 
our Sunday Schools should yield more recruits to the Sacred 
Ministry. 


It has been objected that our Convocations may be used 
improperly, especially in view of elections to the Episcopate, con- 
tingent or immediately in prospect. I take this occasion, there- 
fore, at a time when the expected erection of a new See in 
Western New York might develope such peril, if indeed it exists 
in the nature of these organizations, to commend to my reverend 
brethren, in their Convocations, extraordinary care and delicacy 
with respect to the same. We may thus turn them into so many 
safeguards, instead of so many nurseries of evil: they may be 
made the schools of right feeling and of deep Christian principle 
in this respect. Let the chaste and even austere propriety which 
has heretofore characterized this Diocese, in such matters, be 
strengthened into a principle of sacred self-restraint, as regards 
personal matters. Let us go on to develope God’s work, without 
any thoughts as to human instruments, which God will supply in 
due time, Let it be remembered that, by the Constitution of the 
Church, your actual Bishop may be continued as such in either of 
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the two Sees that may be created; that consequently no vacancy 
in the Episcopate may occur in the region to which any Convoca- 
tion is limited; and that hence all motives to consider such a 
contingency are yet in abeyance. At all times premature agita- 
tions about a vacant Episcopate are most unblessed: and, in order 
that we may proceed as we have begun, in the work of Diocesan 
duplication, I thus give a timely caution, which I know will be 
effectual. I need not say that I shall keep myself as pure in this 
respect, by God’s grace, as I urge others to be. I will leave all 
such matters to God’s Providence; I will not even imagine the 
question as to men; but, using this opportunity to give perma- 
nency and power to the highest principle of delicacy and pious 
trust in God, as to all subsequent measures, I ask you to use your 
Convocations for their legitimate purposes only, and with a view 
to making each section of our present Diocese, as far as possible, 
ready for the increased responsibilities that are coming upon 
them. 


Here then, let me briefly speak of the great question now before 
us, and to which I have thus made reference. ‘The general con- 
clusions which have been reached by the Committee on a Divison 
of the Diocese are already known, and [ think the Committee has 
done wisely in not keeping them a secret. When they reported 
to me, at the See-House, the unanimity of their conclusions, I was 
deeply touched by a result which I had hardly ventured to ex- 
pect. We all felt that the Spirit of the Lord was with us, and in 
fervent prayer, kneeling down before Him, we committed the rest 
to His good will and pleasure. We now wait to hear the views 
by which their conclusions have been influenced. I doubt not 
they are wise and sound, but they are subject to amendment by 
your action, or to any other reception which you may give them. 
Other plans have been proposed and ably sustained by argument. 
I am entirely willing to leave all to your wisdom, under the 
guidance of a good and gracious Providence, but it seems to me 
important that nothing should be done without the calmest con- 
sideration and a deliberate “counting of the cost.” The future 
of Western New York is in a measure to be settled by your 
action. Are you alive to your duties and ready to undertake 
them? If so, the result is almost as sure as the rising of the 
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morrow’s sun. The abatement of prejudice, the disposition of 
thousands to hear us, the longing of thousands more to become 
identified with us, is daily more apparent. The erection of a new 
See will rapidly develope the portion of the field allotted to it, 
and the same will be true of the portion that may retain the old 
name. But this will involve renewed clerical effort and vigorous 
lay-codperation. What is called “the Southern Tier plan” has 
much to recommend it, and I ask for it a most respectful con- 
sideration. But, let it be observed that it is a plan very much 
like that of Western Pennsylvania as set off with its See at 
Pittsburg. Its success therefore depends on the willingness of 
Buffalo to become to the Southern Tier, and its own adjacent 
counties, the base of resources and of operations. It is a plan 
which Buffalo must cordially accept, or it must be modified 
ereatly. Isay this with no definite information as to the views 
and wishes of the Clergy and Laity of that city concerning it. If 
they are ready to take the responsibilities, with the honours, and 
to assume, in a very great proportion, the expense of the Episco- 
pate and the Missions of such a Diocese, I shall be more than 
satisfied to see it established. If they should be unwilling, how- 
ever, to undertake so much, let no time be lost in fruitless debate ; 
let such modifications be accepted as may be found more practi- 
cable; or let the plan of the Committee be preferred, with like 
modifications if necessary. I make these suggestions to simplify 
the matter, and with no wish to do more than secure attention to 
the main points. Besides, I wish to guard against the raising of 
sectional feelings and rivalries such as might endanger the whole 
scheme or postpone action. At present, all things are favourable 
to the adoption of such measures as will make the new Diocese a 
reality in the year of our Lord, 1869, just thirty years after the 
creation of the Diocese of Western New York. Thus when a 
generation of men shall have passed away, a timely progress will 
have been made towards providing for succeeding generations, 
on the principles derived from past experience ; and I repeat the 
assurance of my strong convictions that we ought not to postpone 
the movement. Iam pained to think of parting with any portion 
of this noble Diocese, and ceasing to be the frequent visitor of its 
hospitable homes and churches. I have valued friends, already, 
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in every county, almost in every town, and even in very humble 
hamlets and stations. But, their best interests require a nearer 
and more constant Episcopal supervision, and I love them too 
well to bind them to myself at a cost to them of immense advan- 
tages, in time and for eternity. This is the great consideration ; 
and I will submit to any sacrifice that may be necessary to the 
consummation of what you have so promptly undertaken at my 
own instance and request. God grant us, in answer to the prayer 
we are daily using this week, “the spirit to think and do, 
always, such things as are right: and may He order all for the 
good of His Church and for the salvation of souls. 


Before touching upon educational interests, in general, I would 
make special mention of Hobart College, as the great school of 
the Diocese, and one which demands your support and the careful 
consideration of its claims and necessities. With the deepest 
regret have I seen it deprived of the able and efficient headship of 
Dr. Jackson, who has given to it, for many years, his devoted 
services and all the benefit of his experience and of his liberally 
furnished mind. That he has acted from a sense of duty, in 
returning to his Alma Mater, as its President, I am fully con- 
vinced. She has shewn her estimate of him by this recall; we | 
shall long be sensible of what we have lost, as we miss his pleasing 
society, and the charms imparted by his graceful hospitality to. 
the wisdom of his management. He has left the College in a 
greatly improved condition, and with no less grateful sense of 
those labours which preceded his own, in the College, we must 
all allow that his Presidency will ever be marked as an epoch in 
its history which has given it a fixed character and enabled us to 
feel that its success is no longer a matter of doubt. 


The Trustees have resolved not to be hasty in filling the place 
now vacant, and they consider the change as requiring great 
exertions to make it less than disastrous. Now is a favourable 
moment for improving the affairs of the College; the past year 
has not been utilized in its behalf; the proposed endowment, 
owing to divers very unfavorable events, has not been forced 
forward. But the time has come when something must be done. 
Our Professors are not decently supported, yet nowhere is the 
work of instruction more faithfully performed. The first duty is 
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to send our sons to this College. I have had a practical reason, 
of late, for looking into its character, very closely, and I can now 
add force to my words by the proof I have given that I ask you 
to send your sons only where I am glad to send my own. Iam 
persuaded we can do no better thing for them; certainly we shall 
make a great mistake if we suppose the practical benefits of the 
larger Colleges to be greater. I cannot imagine on what prin- 
ciples Churchmen subject their children to the fiery furnace of 
some of our Colleges which, from the very fact that they are the 
largest and most popular, are the least careful of the morals and 
religion of the youth that frequent them. I know that nothing 
is more false than their imagined superiority as mere seats of 
instruction. Of course, a clever or a studious youth can be made 
a scholar in them; but, in a majority of cases, one can slip through 
them with great facility, and with less accurate attainments, than 
is tolerated at Hobart. After all, it is moral progress that alone 
ripens the boy into a man, fitted for the actual experience of life ; 
and alas! what a rapid deterioration is too often the history of a 
boy at College in our country. Now, we mean to niake our Col- 
lege a proof that such need not be the rule, nor the frequent 
exception. ‘T’o some degree, this aim is already realized. Again 
I appeal to you to carry on the work and to enrich your College, 
in every way, regarding it, proudly, as the jewel of Western New 
York. We want no new Colleges: the Church has quite enough, 
and they are well distributed. Only, they must be fortified and 
made worthy of our history and of the high and well nurtured 
spirit of our entire Communion. 


I own I am somewhat anxious as to the effect of the proposed 
division of the Diocese on this our common inheritance. But, let 
it be resolved that neither the honours nor the responsibilities of 
its possession shall be left to either of the two Dioceses that may 
soon exist. Let the Trustees be chosen from each, in equal pro- 
portions: let it be a peculiar, in which the Professors shall be at 
liberty to choose their Diocesan relations within the bounds of 
the present Diocese; and let either of the two Bishops be the 
Visitor, according to seniority of office. Though I suggest this 
rule of Episcopal relations to the College, I am quite willing to 
retire from the honours and toils of such relations myself, and I 
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pledge myself to offer them, freely and cordially, to the brother 
who may be called to a share in my present duties, and even 
to force them upon his: acceptance if I can do so without 
impropriety. 

Iask for the appointment of a Committee on the affairs of 
Hobart College, so far as they are the concern of the Diocese, 
and I leave to their consideration, what I have said, for further 
suggestions or amendments, and for the proposal of a plan to 
secure the necessary endowments. 


The Delancey Divinity School, with the Memorial Church, 
require no more from me at this time than the acknowledgment, 
with sincere gratitude, of the liberal bequest of Mrs. Sarah V, 
Bruen, which has provided the Rector with a comfortable dwell- 
ing, as a Parsonage. Much remains to be done in this school, of 
which I cannot, now, speak particularly. 


Concerning Christian Education, in general, I have only to 
repeat what I have said before, from this Chair, and to add that 
more and more I regard it as almost vain to think of bringing up 
our children “in the nurture and admonition of the Lord” by 
mere Sunday visits to the house of God. Their daily training 
must be Christian, in the school asinthehome. Christian schools 
arenow the great necessity of the nation. The awful licentiousness, 
the bold impiety, the crime and blood-shed that defile the land, 
these are all greatly chargeable on our godless schools and col- 
leges. What is to be expected as the crop, when the seed is 
sown by indifference and unbelief? Over many of our popular 
schools professed unbelievers preside; in very few of them is 
science pursued in the fear of God; only in the rarest instances 
is the atmosphere of American schools truly religious. Even 
girls are brought up under influences far from from favourable to 
their modesty and purity ; hence, in part, and in great proportion 
arise the divorces and unhappy marriages that curse society Not 
that the vices of men are less flagrant; they are more so, and 
wicked men are far more numerous than wicked women. But we 
depend on women’s purity and piety as the safeguard of publie 
morals, and if these be wanting to a nation, it must become a 
Sedom. Our schools then must be made a great concern; we 
must rely no longer on the chance supply of persons who make 
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teaching a last resort and an unwelcome one, or of mere adven- 
turers, who degrade the vocation of a teacher and make it dis- 
tasteful to those who would most adorn it. We must glorify the 
teacher’s profession and make it remunerative ; we must call to it 
the purest character and the roblest gifts; we must provide it 
with dignified seats, where learning shall be enthroned and where 
;t shall firsf of all be baptized. 


We have resolved to enlarge the plan of DeVeaux College, and 
to admit pupils who shall pay for its advantages, besides those on 
the foundation. This is the plan of the great English schools, and 
I should be sorry if it could not be carried out in Republican 
America. The foundationers will not be taken at hazard, but 
chosen, after due probation, the orphans of clergymen having the 
preference. It will be an honour to be on the foundation, in 
DeVeaux: we mean that it shall be equally honourable to be a 
student, on term-bills. If it be so at Eton and Winchester, why 
not here? <A few paying pupils have been already admitted, and 
as ample rooms have been just built for the purpose, we now ex- 
pect an increase that will make this College at least the equal of - 
Racine. That is saying a great deal, for, in Racine, and St. Paul’s, 
Concord, we see what the Church can do. In all the land these 
schools have not their equals; but we mean that DeVeaux shall 
be their honourable competitor. I am sure that our worthy Pres- 
ident, Dr. Van Rensselaer, is able to carry out these large designs ; 
he knows and loves his high calling as a Christian teacher of 
youth. 

I was not able to visit the Cary Institute during the past year, 
but the Rey. Dr. Pitkin, as my commissary, attended the Spring 
examinations, and has reported on them, most favourably. The 
Institution, under its present Principal, is realizing all that is em- 
braced in its plan, or nearly so. It might be more largely pat- 
ronized, and it is worthy of it. The charges are very favourable 
to those who find other schools too expensive, and I beg of the 
reverend clergy that they will direct attention to it, in proper 
circumstances, as superior to the schools of its class which are so 
numerous in this region. 


Having said so much of the school at Wethersfield Springs, 
when [ last addressed you, in Convention, I would only add, that 
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Mr. Doolittle, its founder, still goes on in his munificent work, and 
is adding expensive improvements to what he has given us before. 
I propose that a Committee be raised on the affairs of this school, 
with a view to a proper response on our part, to such munificence 
on the part of a private Christian, and that we undertake to do 
whatever may remain to be done to carry out his noble designs. 


Among Parochial Schools I take special pleasure in referring to 
that founded by the Rev. Mr. Arey, at Fredonia, and another 
founded in connection with Christ Church, Rochester, by the Rey. 
Dr. Schuyler. These are excellent works, which should be sus- 
tained by the parishioners of their churches with zeal and with a 
holy satisfaction to see such provision made for their children. 
Our public schools are too commonly the vehicles of contamination 
aud moral infection: exchanges of juvenile vice. Parish schools 
are the remedy to be invoked by all who would see their children 
made wise unto salvation. 


In several places, private schools, for the education of girls, are 
doing an excellent work, on Church principles, under the visita- 
tion and direction of the local clergy. But I have been sadly 
disappointed in my efforts to found a Diocesan School for the 
same purpose. The large buildings, in Schuyler county, which 
were generously offered me for the purpose, and which were, at 
one time, supposed to be secured, were subsequently claimed by 
a dormant corporation, which had been thought extinct, and its 
claim was found to be good in law. Another opening which, at 
one time, seemed promising, and which absorbed a share of my 
time and labours, proved also a source of disappointment. Thus 
God has been pleased, for wise purposes, to try my faith and 
patience. But I intend to persevere, and I thank God that I can 
speak more favourably of the efforts of another than of my own. 
The Rev. Mr. Franklin, of Mt. Morris, has established a school 
for girls in that unrivalled situation, which offers great advantages 
to its inmates. I have given it the name of one of the loveliest 
of her sex, and of one of the most accomplished of Christian 
women—the Lady Jane Grey. May it prove worthy, as I think 
it will, to bear the name of that illustrious sufferer, who was a 
Confessor if not a Martyr; and may it influence all its pupils 
against the perverted taste of those, who forgetting her pure ex- » 
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ample, have excited the imagination of youth by investing the 
story of Mary Stuart and her paramours with a charm which 
leads them to confound all ideas of right and wrong. 


You are all alive to the great importance of the proposed Con- 
ference at Lambeth, to which, with all the other Bishops of our 
Church, I was invited by the Archbishop of Canterbury. My 
illness during the past year has occasioned so great a pressure of 
duty, just at this moment, that I feel myself justified in not ac- 
cepting the invitation, greatly as I feel the sacrifice I make in 
depriving myself of the pleasure of taking part in a Conference 
of which the results may be greatly superior to what we now 
anticipate. 


This Conference will be an august assembly, gathered from the 
ends of the earth; from Australia, India, and the islands of the 
sea; from parts of the world unimagined by the Apostles them- 
selves; a re-union of Catholic Bishops from a Christendom more 
widely extended than was ever conceived of by those who met, 
of old, at Nicea. 


It is but a Conference. The first Bishop of our Communion 
asks his brethren to meet him as his equals in the Episcopate, and 
to take counsel with him in behalf of our wide-spread Churches 
and Missions, in behalf of the Catholic Church, and in behalf of 
the human race. I think the hand of the Lord is in it, and I 
doubt not He has purposes to accomplish by it, which nobody, as 
yet, foresees. I revere the character of the present Primate of 
all England. Not often has Lambeth held a more worthy occu- 
pant. He is neither too timid nor too bold to preside in such a 
Conference; a convention which it required courage to summon 
and which it will require all his tact and prudence to direct to 
happy ends. But, wemay well believe that the Holy Spirit, which, 
from of old, has been so graciously with the Church, will be at 
this time his support and confidence. I shall direct the proper 
prayers to be offered for this great blessing, in the public services 
of the Diocese, and I entreat you, brethren, to pray in private also 
for God’s presence in the Conference. Let us also beseech Him 
to preserve, in their travels, the Right Reverend Prelates who go, 
for our good, to attend it; and may He who heard the cries that 
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went up from the Lollard’s Tower, when He gave England a 
Cranmer for its Primate, accept our own intercessions in behalf of 
Cranmer’s living successor, that God would make him an instru- 
ment of restoring Catholic Unity on Nicene principles, and so of 
completing the work of a Scriptural Reformation. 


Among topics of a religious and moral nature which are begin- 
ning to arouse the popular mind, I feel bound, from this chair, to 
call your attention to a few, which involve questions of primary 
importance. They are matters in which it is my duty to exhort 
you to perform yours, as citizens and as Christian freemen. The 
enormous endowments given by the State to Romish institutions, 
is an evil which gravely affects our rights and liberties. It gives 
to a grasping political hierarchy, the vassals of a foreign Prince and 
Pontiff, all the substantial advantages of an Established Church, 
of which they already assume the airs and affect the character ; 
forcing themselves, on all public occasions, upon the patronage of 
the public authorities. The endowments which they pluck from 
the public purse, are manifestly tokens of a political power which 
is already boldly used to corrupt our politicians, and thus to en- 
danger our Constitution, robbing us of equal laws and impattial 
government. We are sold, my brethren, by our unscrupulous 
public servants, to the aggressions of the old despotic plague of 
Europe; to the emissaries of the Papacy. How these public 
moneys are expended, nobody really knows; nobody is allowed to 
sift the pretences on which they are given. But, in short, over 
and above all that is extorted privately by systematic mendicancy 
and chicane, American tax-payers are directly forced to pay for 
Romish colleges, churches, and other institutions, and thus indi- 
rectly to send Peter’s pence to the Pope. Even of the moneys 
given, through popular channels, for Southern Relief, a great share 
has been appropriated by the Romish priesthood—which shows 
your wisdom, brethren, in sending through your own Church 
Committees, and other responsible agencies. Now, as a man, and 
as an American, I am not disposed to submit tamely to such fla- 
grant injustice ; and as a Bishop, I exhort you to resist it in every 
manner that is open to an outraged people. Let us clearly under- 
stand the case. Every dollar that is given, on whatever pretence, — 
to Romish institutions is an endowment of a corrupt political 
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hierarchy. For this end, and for no other, their schools and _ hos- 
pitals are instituted. No other religionists are so negligent of 
their own poor; they exact their last penny, and then billet them 
upon us; our alms are largely expended on their pauperism. 
They shew mercy only where they can make proselytes, and found 
asylums and orphanages chiefly as means for extorting Legislative 
grants. The great city of New York is absolutely in their power 
already, and they rob it without remorse. Our own cities are 
already menaced by the same extortioners. And skall we tamely 
submit? I know not how the evil can be reached; but, as citi- 
zens, you know your rights. As a watchman on the Church’s 
walls, it shall never be said, at least, that I failed to sound the 
alarm. If these aggressions go on, and ripen to their natural 
consequences, and involve my beloved country in evils to which 
all we have yet known is as nothing, it shall not be, in any degree, 
because I failed in my solemn duty to give timely warning. 


An effort is making to sustain the sanctity of the Lord’s Day, 
as an institution of our land and race; and it is called for, in my 
opinion, by the systematic attempt of a portion of our citizens to 
destroy it. As Churchmen we do not believe in a Puritan 
“ Sabbath ;” but as Christians we believe in the first day of the 
week, “the day which the Lord hath made,” and which He made 
for man, in consummate wisdom and benevolence. The day of 
holy rest and the institution of marriage are the oldest Divine 
foundations of human society. Strange to say, the destruction of 
both is now the favourite scheme of sceptical theorists, and they 
are largely infecting public opinion, by oral and printed declama- 
tions against our existing civilization. Everybody seems to have 
rights, in these days, except Christians and the representatives of 
those who first subdued the Western wilderness, and gave it the 
laws under which it has blossomed as the rose. Still, “the people 
called Christians” are not yet extinct. Let us join our Christian 
brethren, of whatever name, in all reasonable efforts to sustain our 
civil rights as Christians. In this, as in all other matters affecting 
the peace and the morals of the community, I rely on the Church- 
men of this Diocese to place themselves in the foremost rank of 
those who maintain the Christian character of our civilization, I 
entreat my reverend brethren the Clergy, and my brethren the 
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Laity, to contend together, in every lawful way, to preserve and 
hand down to our children all that our fathers have left us that is 
truly Christian in our laws and constitutions. 


Reverend brethren, I thank you for your laborious, self-denying 
lives, and for the fidelity to Christ by which you have marked 
another year of the history of Western New York. May the 
Lord God abundantly reward you, and endow you with the spirit 
to persevere, preaching and ministering nothing else but only 
Jesus Christ and Him crucified. 


Brethren of the Laity, I thank you for your prompt responses 
to my appeals to your liberality, and for the noble support you 
have given to many good works in your several Parishes. The 
Lord reward you, as He surely will, for all you do willingly for 
His honour and glory. 

And now, may His Spirit rest upon your deliberations! May 
all we think and do in this important Council proceed from His 
wisdom, and be guided to the praise of His Holy Name, and the 
extension and firm support of His Holy Catholic and Apostolic 
Church.

The woman should be accom- 
panied by her husband and family and friends: and this Office should be used 
before any other act of public worship, on her recovery from child-birth. Had 
this Offiee been properly observed, it seems impossible that the damning sin of 
child-murder (fceticide) could ever have been heard of, among Christian women.

(1.) Report. 


To the Convention of the Diocese of Western New York: 


The Education and Missionary Board respectfully reports to the Convention: 
That during the past Diocesan year it has contributed to the support of seventy- 
nine Missionaries. Of these, fifty-five have served the Diocese for the whole 
year, and twenty-four for a longer or shorter period of the time. The 
present number is sixty-five. 


The Permanent Missionary Fund now amounts to the sum of $18,272, and has 
yielded $1,260 to the support of the Missions. The stipends have been punctu- 
ally paid. 


For a statement in detail of the amount raised, the objects to which it has been 
applied, the Churches which have contributed, with the amount of each; and 
also the Churches which have failed to make and forward their contributions, as 
required by Canon XIV., the Board refers to the Annual Report of the Treasurer 
of the Diocese, and to the list of the Churches contributing, &c., contained in an 
Appendix to the Journal. 


The Treasurer of the Van Wagenen Missionary Fund for Chenango county 
reports the Fund as yielding $189, and the principal as amounting to $3,644 54, 
including $600 given by three individuals during the year. His annual report 
is herewith subjoined. 


The Report of the Diocesan Training School under the charge of this Board is 
given below. (See Appendia II. E.) 


The list of Missionary Appointments for the past Diocesan year is appended 
to this report. 


The amount contributed by the Diocese for Diocesan Missions has been 
#7,318 37, which, added to tne interest on the Permanent Missionary Fund, 
gives a total of $8,573 37. 


The amount paid to the Missionaries was $8,892 11, and to Candidates for 
Orders $250. 


The contributions for Diocesan Missions exceed those of the previous year 
€9,186 32; the payments to Missionaries were $1,415 12 greater; those to 
Candidates for Orders $200 more. There have been six more Missionaries in the 
service of the Diocese than were reported last year.

The following Parishes have relinquished the Missionary stipend and become 
self-supporting: S. James’, Hammondsport; Christ Church, Corning; 8. John’s, 
Medina. 


The hope expressed by the Board to the last Convention, that it might be 
enabled to increase the stipends of the Missionaries, in which they were encour- 
aged by the resolution of the Convention pledging enlarged contributions, has not 
been realized, The increase in the collections has not been enough to warrant 
it. The great majority of the stipends, however respectable the amount may 
have been forty years ago, are utterly insufficient to give the aid which the 
Diocese pledges to her Missionary Clergy; and many of them only serve to pro- 
jong a lingering life in Parishes which, with generous and efficient help, would 
in a short time become vigorous and self-supporting, fountains of blessing to 
themselves and to the Diocese at large.

To the Rt. Rev. ARTHUR CLEVELAND Coxe, President of the Diocesan Convention of 
Western New York: 


The undersigned, the Trustees of the Christmas Funds for the Relief of the 
Disabled Clergy and the Widows and Orphans of Deceased Clergymen of this 
Diocese, in conformity with the Canon, respectfully report: 


That the amount of the Permanent Fund for Disabled Clergymen remains at 
$11,000; and that for Widows and Orphans is now nominally $1,300, all well 
invested on bond and mortgage at 7 per cent. semi-annually. 


That the amount received during the Conventional year from contributions 
from 121 Parishes, &c., is $2,589 75; and from interest on permanent and tem- 
porary investments is $830 30. 


Seven Disabled Clergymen have been paid the maximum amount authorized, 
and to one other, who has died during the year, the January payment only was 
made, amounting in the aggregate, for all, to $1,875. 


Eight Widows of Clergymen have also been relieved from the Fund to the 
extent, in the whole, of $1,025. 


The amount on hand is $218 96, which, on account of over or early invest- 
ment, is inadequate to make the payment to the nine Widows now on our list, 
due first of October next, amounting to $550, but they will nevertheless be 
promptly paid, anticipating, for the deficiency, the future revenue to these Funds. 

The Treasurer’s Annual Account accompanies this report.

(1. Report of Trustees. 


To the Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church of the Diocese of Western 
New York: 


The Trustees of the Parochial Fund of the Diocese of Western New Yor k, in 
corporated by the Legislature March 26, 1863, respectfully report: 


That under the eighth section of the Act of Incorporation, ‘‘The Trustees are 
authorized to receive by donations or devise, moneys and land, devoted by the 
giver to the purposes of Clerical support, Parsonage aid in particular Parishes, 
and Theological Schools and Missions, within the said Diocese,” and that as 
therein empowered they have received and hold the title to the lot in Geneva, on 
which S. Peter’s Chapel stands, heretofore used in connection with the DeLancey 
Divinity School; also, an adjoining vacant lot, both of which have been conveyed 
for the uses and purposes of a Free Mission Church to be erected thereon, as a 
memorial to our late revered Diocesan, the Rt. Rev. W. H. DeLancey, D.D., the 
said two lots being the same as reported to the Convention of 1866. Since then 
we have acquired by purchase, with funds of the DeLancey Divinity School, a house 
and lot adjoining S. Peter’s Chapel, which was deemed important to the future 
development of the School, and for which we paid the sum of $2,516 67, and 
which now yields an income of $200 per annum. 


We have also, since our last annual report, received by devise from the late 
Mrs. Sarah V. Bruen, a House and Lot in the village of Geneva, to be used as a 
Parsonage for 8S. Peter’s Free Mission Chapel, in the tollowing words: ‘TI give, 
devise and bequeath my House, Barn and Lot, on which I now reside, on the 
north side of William Street, in said village of Geneva, being about 128 feet on 
said street, excepting the reservation hereinafter mentioned, to the Trustees of the 
Parochial Fund of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of Western 
New York, in trust, to be held by them to be used as a Parsonage for the Chapel, 
known as 8. Peter’s Free Mission Chapel, situated on the east side of Genesee 
street in said village of Geneva, or for the use of any organized Parish of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church, which may be formed to take the place of said 
Chapel, to have and to hold the same to the said Trustees for the uses and pur- 
poses aforesaid forever.” 
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We have also, during the past year, in compliance with the resolution of the 
Convention, as recorded in the Journal for 1866, at page 21, received from the 
Trustees of the DeLancey Divinity School, as per Schedule A, submitted here- 
with, securities amounting to $17,665 62; and from the Trustees of the Perma- 
nent Missionary Fund, as per Schedule B, annexed hereunto, securities amounting 
to $18,345. In compliance with the conditions annexed to the last named trusts, 
we have applied from the incomes thereof, as follows: To the maintenance of the 
Divinity School, $1,420 03; and paid over to the Treasurer of the Diocese for the 
support of Diocesan Missions, $1,257 21. 


We submit herewith the Treasurer’s Annual Statement of Receipts and Expen- 
ditures of the several trusts held by this Board. 


By the terms of this trust the Convention is required to elect at this session 
two Trustees, to serve for three years from September 1, 1867, in the place of 
A. L. Chew and J. P. Nichols, whose term of office expires, and who are reéli- 
gible. Also a Trustee in the place of E. H. Hurd, whose term of office expired 
in 1866, and who was not reélected.

Report of Trustees. 


To the Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church of the Diocese of Western 
New York: 


The Trustees of the DeVeaux College for Orphan and Destitute Children, 
respectfully submit their Annual Report: 


The funds of the Institution consist of $153,013 69 of principal, yielding 
income. These funds are invested in bonds and mortgages, stocks and land 
contracts. 


The domain of the Institution consists of 330 acres of land, a part of which is 
rented, and the residue is used and cultivated for the benefit of the Institution. 
On this domain have been erected the College edifice, and other buildings con- 
eae ea The real estate, exclusive of the domain, is estimated at 

,500. 
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The income received during the year was fourteen thousand six hundred and 
thirty-six dollars and twenty-eight cents. There was also received during the 
year, under the augmentation fund, five hundred dollars, which was for the sup- 
port, maintenance and education of two boys in the Institution, placed there by 
the persons furnishing the money. 

The expenditures for the year were fifteen thousand two hundred and fifty-five 
dollars and sixty cents in supporting the Institution, macadamizing Lewiston 
Avenue, and the other incidental expenses connected with the management of the 
estate. 

Forty-one boys were trained and instructed in the College during the year and 
wholly supported by it. Fourteen boys were discharged from the College, and 
thirteen others admitted. 


The course of instruction and government is the same as presented in former 
Reports. 

The Rev. Maunsell Van Rensselaer, D. D., has been appointed a Trustee of the 
the College in the place of the Rev. William A. Matson, D. D., removed from the 
Diocese. 

The ‘Augmentation Fund” has been established to increase the income of the 
Institution, and thereby to give greater advantages to the pupils.on the Founda- 
tion. It is hoped that this fund will enable the Trustees to elevate the standard 
of education in the College and to extend the benefits of the Institution to a 
larger number of orphan boys. 

All which is respectfully submitted.

B. Other Clerical Reports. 


The Rev. WiLLIAM BAKER, residing in the city of Utica, reports that during 
the present year till May 12th, he has officiated, as Acting Rector of Trinity 
Chureh, Boonville, and Christ Church, Forestport, eleven. Sundays; in the morn- 
ing at Boonville, and in the afternoon at Forestport. The Holy Communion has 
been administered ateach place monthly. He has frequently addressed and cate- 
chised the children belonging to the Sunday Schools in each Parish. He has 
visited tie sick and called on all the parishioners. He held Christmas Services, 
and bad Christmas Trees, with the usual exercises, in both places. He has bap- 
tized four children and one adult; attended three funerals, and one marriage. He 
has also officiated two Sundays in St. James’ Church, Pulaski. Trinity Sunday. 
he took temporary charge of 8. Stephen’s Parish, New Hartford. In this Parish 
he has officiated nine Sundays, morning and afternoon; administered the Holy Com- 
munion twice; baptized nine children, and presented nine persons for Confirma- 
tion. He has also officiated occasionally for the Rectors of Grace, Calvary and 
St. George’s Churches in the city of Utica, and administered the Holy Communion 
to a sick person in Herkimer County, Diocese of New York. 


The Rev, JAMES W. CAPEN reports that during the past year, while not well 
enough to assume the full duties of a Parish Minister, he has been enabled, with 
one or two exceptions only, to answer all the calls made upon him for Services in 
the Ministry. He has preached twenty-one times; eleven in Christ Church, 
Binghamton, and ten in other places in this Diocese. He has also participated 
more or less in the other Services of the Church on nearly all the Sundays and on 
several other occasions during the year. Having been requested by the ecclesi- 
astical authorities of the Diocese of Florida to take charge of the Parish at St. 
Augustine, and believing that the climate of that place will be more favorable 
to his health, he proposes to remove to that place about the middle of September 
next, 1867. 


The Rev. J. H. Hopart DEMILLE reports that since his resignation of the 
Parish of Trinity Church, Canaseraga, Alleghany county, on the 23d of June, 
he has officiated but little, preaching occasionally and assisting once in the ad- 
ministration of the Holy Eucharist. His work from August Ist, 1869, will be 
found in the report from Trinity Church, Canaseraga. 


The Rev. R. M. Durr reports that while in charge of S. Matthew’s Mission, 
Rochester, from September, 1866, to June, 1867, he, with his Assistant, the Rev. 
Mr. Wilson, held services, on Sundays 111, week days 54; made 480 visits; and 
assisted regularly at the Parish Churches in the administration of the Holy Com- 
munion. He rendered assistance, otherwise, to the Parish Churches, times 110, 
outside the city 4; administered Holy Communion in private 3; baptized in the 
Chapels of the Mission, adults 5, children 80; presented a class of seven candi- 
dates for confirmation at Grace Church; married 2; buried 6. Collections in 
the different Chapels, from September to May, $201 26.

The Rev. JOHN F. Ernst, residing at Buffalo, reports that since the last Cont 
vention, he has preached thirty-nine times, conducted public worship forty-three 
times, baptized nine children, married one couple, and asisted Rey. Mr. Henderson 
in Morning and Evening Services, and in the celebration of the Lord’s Supper, at 
the Church of the Ascension, Buffalo, on almost all occasions of the same, when 
he was not otherwise engaged. 


The Rev. PeyTON GALLAGHER, residing at Geneva, reports that since his recep- 
tion into the Diocese, he has assisted at Morning Prayer once, and preached once, 
in Trinity Church, Geneva. On other occasions he has read service seventeen 
times, preached eight times, and assisted in the Holy Communion twice. 


The Rev. Wu. T. Grsson, D.D., reports that he continues to discharge the 
duties of editor of the Gospel Messenger, the organ of the Diocese, at Utica; and 
that he has also for the past year filled the position of Chaplain of the New York 
State Lunatic Asylum, where he celebrates Evening Prayer and preacheg every 
Sunday evening. There is a commodious and well furnished Chapel, seating 
about 300. There is an excellent organ, and the musical parts of the service are 
sustained by a good choir. The patients are furnished with Prayer Books, and 
the responses are remarkably good. Perfect order is always maintained, and we 
have many proofs of the soothing and comforting influences of the service, and 
its beneficial effects even in a hygienic point of view. The only week day ser- 
vice has been on Thanksgiving Day. On the 13th of December last, the Chap- 
lain baptized one of the Assistant Physicians of the Institution at the Chapel of 
trace Church, Utica, with the kind permission of the Rector, the Rev. EH. M. Van 
Deusen, D. D., and on the 19th presented him for Confirmation to the Bishop of 
the Diocese at S. Paul’s Church, Buffalo. He has since became Superintenden 
of the State Hospital for the Insane at S. Peter’s, Minnesota. 

The Chaplain has also occasionally officiated at funerals at the Asylum, be- 
sides assisting his brethren in the city Churches and vicinity, in their Sunday and 
Lenten Services. 

He resigned the charge of S. George’s Church, Utica, on the Ist of February, 
1866, but continued to officiate until the arrival of his successor, March 11th, 
closing his labors there with the baptism of an adult on Easter Eve. 


The Rev. ALMON GREGORY, residing at Syracuse, reports that during the Con- 
ventional year, he has read and assisted in reading Divine Service e:ghty-seven 
times, preached sixty-three times, baptized two infants, catechised five times, 
solemnized three marriages, buried four adults and assisted at the burial of another, 
administered the Holy Communion ten times in public and three times in private, 
and assisted in the public ministration of the same three times. These services 
were chiefly rendered in the Parish of St. James’ Church, Skaneateles, of which 
jhe had temporary charge for nearly five months; the remainder in and for S. 
James’, 3. Paul’s and Trinity Churches, Syracuse; 8. Peter’s, Auburn; Grace 
Church, Lyons, and at Weedsport and Port Byron. 


The Rev. Wint1AM R. Harris, residing at Brooklyn, reports that, having for 
the past year been unable, by reason of continued disease of the throat, to exer- 
cise the public functions of the Ministry, he has been engaged in supporting him- 
self by means of secular occupation.

The Rev. ANDREW Hutt, D. D., residing at Whitesboro, gratefully reports 
much pleasure and advantage enjoyed in traveling and visiting in both Western 
and Southern States during several months. His official acts have been as 
follows: Public Services 87; baptisms, adults 5, children 12; marriages 3;

WILSON, Deacon, reports that since his ordination, on the 
14th of March last, he has been employed as follows: From March 14th to June 
15th, he was engaged as a Missionary in the employ of 8. Matthew’s Mission, 
Rochester. And fromthe 15th of June to the present time he has been employed 
as Assistant Minister of Grace Church, Rochester. 

During this time he has preached thirty-eight times, delivered twelve Cottage 
Lectures, assisted in service twice every Sunday, and during Lent twice or three

times every day, has officiated at eight funerals, and baptized six infants and one 
adult. In the course of these ministrations, he has officiated at all the Churches 
and Mission Stations in Rochester, has spent one Sunday at the village of Gen- 
eva, had one service at the village of Pittsford, and has gone to the town of 
Clarendon, Orleans county, to attend a funeral. He is now engaged as Assistant 
Minister at Grace Church, Rochester. 


The Rev. W. D. Wiuson, D. D., reports that during the Conventional year, be- 
sides his duties as Trinity Professor in Hobart College, he has preached on Sun- 
days quite often (nearly one half of the time) in places and parishes where other- 
wise there would have been no service; and has administered the Holy Com- 
munion in public once. He has assisted in the services in the Chapel of the Col- 
lege by preaching, or otherwise, nearly every Sunday or other prominent holy-days, 
when he was not absent on duty elsewhere as above stated. 


The Rev. J. WiNsLow reports that during the Conventional year he has held 
twenty-six Sunday services and twenty week day services in the village of Ant- 
werp, Jefferson county. He has officiated at six funerals, solemnized two mar- 
riages, baptized two adults and officiated as Chaplain and Teacher of Moral Phi- 
losophy in the Antwerp L. L. Institute. He has also held six Missionary services 
in the county, under the direction of, and for the Jefferson County Convocation. 

In addition to the services above mentioned, he had the pastoral charge of 
Trinity Church, Gouverneur, in the Diocese of New York, until July Ist, where 
he. held two services each Sunday, baptized seven adults, solemnized four mar- 
riages, attended three burials, and administered the Holy Communion three 
tims. A Church, costing $8,000, was built in Gouverneur during the year, 
44.500 of which was paid by the congregation, 

An effort will be made to organize a Parish, and begin the work of erecting a 


Church edifice during the coming year, in Antwerp.

The appointment of Pre- 
centor, to guide, under the Rector, the music of our several meetings, has 
worked well, helping the Clergy and each Parish thus to more uniformity and 
heartiness in the praises of the Church. 


CONTRIBUTIONS :—Collections, without definite object, have amounted, during 
the year, to about $50 for Convocational purposes. 
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Convocations: Chenango—dJefferson— Oneida. 


Mrrrines:—Quarterly ; special meetings may be called by the Secretary, or 
three members, with the approval of the Bishop. 


CHENANGO CONVOCATION. 


This Convocation, which embraces, besides Chenango county, two counties of 
the Diocese of New York, viz: Otsego and Delaware, has no formal organization. 
It meets, without any regularity, at intervals of three or four months. The Rec- 
tor of the Parish where a meeting is held is, for the time, its presiding officer. No 
Missionary enterprises have as yet been undertaken by the Convocation, but it has 
been proposed to employ a Missionary at large in Chenango county, and to apply 
the interest of the Van Waganen Missionary Fund towards his support. 


JEFFERSON COUNTY CONVOCATION. 


ORGANIZED:—August, 1865. 


OpyEcTS:—The primary object of the Convocation is the extension of 
Missionary work in Jefferson county. 


OFFICERS :—President, the Bishop of the Diocese, ex officio, in whose absence 
the Rector of the Parish where the meeting is held presides. Hxecutive Commit- 
tee, the Rev. T. Babcock, D. D., the Rev. Wm. H. Lord, and the Rey. J. B. Linn; 
Secretary, the Rev. T. Babcock, D. D., Watertown. 


Work :—At the present time, seven organized Parishes and three Stations, in 
which five Missionaries are officiating, are recognized as Missionary Stations, un- 
der the auspices of the Convocation, and are more or less aided by its funds. The 
general plan is to make existing Parishes the centre of Missionary enterprise, and 
for this purpose the county is divided into ten districts, each under the charge of 
the Rector or Missionary officiating within it. 


CoNTRIBUTIONS :—The amount of money pledged for the support of the Conyo- 
cation for the current year is about $1,100; contributed thus far about $750. 


ONEIDA CONVOCATION, 


ORGANIZATION: —On the 15th of December, 1858, a number of the Clergy 
of Oneida and adjacent counties took measures for holding reguiar and stated 
meetings, to confer about local Missionary work; also about Sunday School organ- 
ization, and Parish work generally. This was the origin of the Association 


now known as the Oneida Convocation. The meetings were continued, some- 


what irregularly, for about seven years. Among the good results accomplished 
was the establishing of S. James’ Church, Clinton. A regularand permanent plan 
of organization was adopted, with the approval of the Bishop of the Diocese, on 
the 12th of June, 1865. 


OBJECTS:—The mutual improvement and edification of its members, and the 
extension of the Church in Oneida county and parts adjacent. 


OFFICERS :—Presiding Officer, the Bishop of the Diocese, ex officio, in his ab~ 
sence, the Rector in whose Parish a meeting may be held; Secretary,—from the 
first organization in 1858 till his removal to the Diocese of Maine, in 1867, the 
Rev. Charles W. Hayes,—at the present time, the Rey. A. B. Goodrich, D. D., 


Utica; Treasurer, Hon. Joseph Benedict, Utica. 


Work :—Services are held regularly by the Missionary of the Convocation, the 
Rey. Russel Todd, at three Stations in Oneida county, viz: Augusta, Deansville, 
and Oriskany Falls. At Augusta, a Parish has heen organized which owns a 
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OConvocations : Onondaga— Rochester — Seneca. 


good Church edifice, made over to them and put in good order by the citizens of 
the place. Measures will soon be taken for building a Church at Deansyville. 
CoNTRIBUTIONS :—About $450 was contributed last year to the support of the 
Missionary.

ORGANIZED :—November 16th, 1865. 


OBJECTS :—The mutual improvement and edification of its members, and the 
extension of the Church within its limits, which include the counties of Onondaga, 
Cayuga and Cortland. 


OFFICERS:—Chairman, the Bishop of the Diocese, if present, in his absence, 
the Rector of the Parish in which the meeting is held; Secretary, the Rey. Geo. 
Morgan Hills, Syracuse; Treasurer, the Secretary ex officio. 


Work :—Missions aided by the Convocation, Port Byron and Weedspart, 
OFFERINGS :—%50 90. 
MEETINGS: —Quarterly. 


ROCHESTER CONVOCATION. 


ORGANIZED :—On the Festival of the Conversion of S Paul, 1866. 


MEMBERS :—Twenty-four Clergymen in the counties of Monroe, Genesee, Liv- 
ingston, Ontario, Wyoming and Wayne, are members, although the limits of the 
Convocation include, with Monroe, only a part of Ontario county. 


OFFICERS :— Committee on Missionary Work, the Rev. J. V. Van Ingen, D. D., 
the Rev. T. L. Franklin, the Rey. Morelle Fowler, the Rev. J. G. Webster ; 
Secretary, the Rev. A. Schuyler, D. D., Rochester; Treasurer, Geo. R. Clark, 
Esq., Rochester. 


Work :—The Rev. L. H. Strycker, by whom the Stations at East Bloomfield 
and Allen’s Hill were revived, and the Parish at Lima founded, was largely aided 
at a critical moment, by this Convocation, and a stipend is paid to his successor, 
the Rev. Wm. Long, at Lima; also a stipend to the Rev. L. L. Rogers, of East 
Bloomfield and Allen’s Hill. The influence of the Convocation has been manifest 
in the re-establishment of the East Bloomfield Mission; in the development of 
the work at Livonia, begun by the occasional services of the neighbouring clergy, 
into vigorous growth; and the thorough repair of the Church edifice at Honeoye, 


CONTRIBUTIONS: —The amount raised for Convocational purposes, from Janu- 
ary 25th, 1866 to August Ist, 1867, by collections. is $575 35. The Convocation 
is pledged to raise for the current year at least $500. 


MEETINGS:—Two monthly meetings are required by the Constitution, and 
special monthly meetings are appointed for ten months of the year, to he con- 
ducted by Clergy deputed for that purpose. 


SENECA CONVOCATION. 
ORGANIZED:—May 21st, 1867. 


OBJECTS:—To awaken new Missionary life in existing Parishes, and in concur- 
rence with the Diocesan Board of Missions, to take measures to plant the Church 
in places hitherto unoccupied and neglected within the bounds of the Convoca- 
tion. 
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Convocations: Seneca—Southern Tier. 


OFFICERS :— Chairman, the Rector or Minister of the Parish in which the Con- 
vocation meets; Secretary, the Rey. R, N. Parke, Waterloo; Treasurer, M. D. 
Mercer, Esq., Waterloo. 


Work :—The Convocation has taken measures to have certain districts within 
its limits explored, with the view of instituting Missionary services at various 
points. 


SOUTHERN TIER CONVOCATION. 


ORGANIZED :—January 22, 1867. 


The Convocation includes the Parishes in Broome, Chemung, Tioga and Tomp- 
kins counties, and some of the Parishes in Alleghany and Schuyler counties. 


The Meetings are not fixed at definite intervals, but called from time to time, 
as desired. 


No special Missionary work has as yet been undertaken. The Convocation has 
found it hard to fix on settled plans for such work, from the fact that it looks 
scon to be broken up by the division of the Diocese.

44,.* The Rev. EpwarD ANDREWS, D.D., born at Ipswich, Mass., July 26th, 
1792; graduated at Harvard College, 1810; educated and practiced as a lawyer; 
licensed asa Preacher and appointed Missionary under Presbyterian Board in 
1818; traveled in interior and Western New York in that capacity ; had charge 
of a Society at Norwich until 1826; conformed to the Church and was ordained 
Deacon by Bishop Hobart, in 8. George’s Church, Schenectady, October Ist, 1827, 
and Priest by the same in 1828; Principal of Oxford Academy for two years at 
this period; Missionary at Christ Church, Sherburne, (which he organized) and 
S, Andrew’s, New Berlin, 1829-32; Rector of Christ Church, Hudson, N. Y., 
1832-84; of 8S. Andrew’s, New Berlin, 1834-86; of Christ Church, Binghamton, 
1836-43; compelled by ill-health to refrain from active duty for two years; re- 
sumed the charge of Christ Church, Binghamton, in 1845, continuing in the same 
until 1851; died at Binghamton, March 5th, 1864, et. 74, in the 39th year of his 
Ministry. : 


45. The Rev. THomMAs APPLEGATE, born at Westbury Leigh Wilts, England, 
1818, and baptized in the English Church; graduated at Stepney College, Lon- 
don, 1886; was Missionary to the Bahamas in 1837; returned to England 1839; 
came to New York in 1845. After preaching among the Baptists seventeen 
years, he sought Holy Orders in the Church of the United States in 1848; was 
ordained Deacon by Bishop Whitingham, (acting for the Diocese of New York) 
May 18th, 1849, and Priest, by Bishop Chase, in Christ Church, New York, 
February 4th, 1850; Rector of Trinity Church, Fairfield, Herkimer county, N. 
Y., 1849-51; visited England, on two year’s leave of absence from Standing 
Committee of Diocese of New York, 1851; Incumbent of Girvane and Maybole, 
Scotland, 1852-54; returned to United States in 1854; Rector of Christ Church, 
Sherburne, Chenango county, 1854-55; of 8. Thomas’, Hamilton, 1855-58; of 


. Trinity Church, Warsaw, and S. Clement’s, Wethersfield, 1858-59; of S. Mary’s, 


Hillsboro, Ohio, 1859-60; Memphis, Tenn., 1860; of S. John’s, Aberdeen, Miss,, 
1861; escaped from the South, 1862; Rector of Grace Church, Cortland, 1868-5 ; 
resigned through sickness, Easter, 1866; removed to Binghafnton, 1866; died, 
March 9th, 1867, in the 54th year of his age, and the 18th of his Ministry in the 
Church, leaving a son to succeed him in the Ministry.
